S a n F r a n c is c o , A pril lSih.—Consider­ 
able correspondence is going on between 
Charles A. W etmore, President of the 
State V iucultural Commission, and J. Q. 
Brown, General 
Manager of the State 
Board of Trade. 
The cause of the corre­ 
spondence is the fact that Mr. W etmore 
sets forth that the wine industry of the 
State, in his opinion, is not properly repre­ 
sented in 
the 
cars 
of “California on 
W heels.' which is now m aking the circuit 
of the Eastern States. 
The exhibit of 
wines, Mr. W etmore claims, is an individ­ 
ual one, generally speaking, and confined 
to the interests of certain persons. 
Mr. W etmore to-day wrote to Manager 
Brown a long letter, in which he claimed 
that C. Bundschu and E. C. Priber did not 
make a selection that would form a repre­ 
sentative display, and that the W ine E x­ 
change was not called upon for samples. 
A visit to General Manager Brown of the 
State Board of Trade, was paid by a re­ 
porter, and the inform ation was given out 
that the statem ent of Mr. W etmore was 
false. 
Every portion of the State that de­ 
sired to contribute did so, and is now rep­ 
resented in the car in the wine exhibit. It 
was with considerable difficulty that the 
collection was made, and in justice to Mr. 
Bundschu, said Mr. Brown, “ he is entitled 
to all the credit that is given him, and more 
too. for his earnest work in helping to 
m ake such an attractive display of wines 
as is now in the car, ana it is false 
to say that the display is confined to a few 
dealers. 
It is composed of wine from 
both dealers and producers. 
Appeal after 
appeal was sent out from this’ Board by 
circulars and through the public press call­ 
ing for every article that could be m en­ 
tioned, and which was produced in the 
State, to be sent to the rooms of the Board 
so that they could be placed in the car. 
Mr. W etmore could have availed him self 
oU bis opportunity, but he did not do so. 
W e will accept his wine now and place it 
in lockers in the car, so that it can be sam ­ 
pled if he so desires." 
Mr. Bundschu, who takes his seat as a 
member of the Y iticultural Commission 
to-morrow, was interviewed in relation to 
the matter, and stated that on personal ap­ 
plication he agreed to give a helping hand 
in putting out the wine exhibit. 
H e did 
so and worked hard for it. and gave up 
tim e to attend that he could not well af­ 
ford. 
Beside, he knew tfiat over $1 200 
was collected and expended to properly 
display the wine exhibit in the cars. 
He 
was satisfied that the display of wines was 
entirely satisfactory,and many com plim ent­ 
ary letters had been received by the State 
Board of Trade, asserting that fact. 
The term of Mr. W etmore as President 
of the Y iticultural Commission S p ire s to­ 
morrow. and Isaac de T urk, Yice-Presi- 
dent, will assume the Presidentship until a 
successor to Mr. W etmore is elected at the 
regular meeting of the Commission next 
June.

W a s h in g to n , April 18th—The House 
Committee on Postcffices and Post Roads 
to-day decided to report to the House iu a 
modified form the Blount bill to provide 
for the erection of postoffice buildings. As 
amended it authorizes the 
Postmaster- 
General to construct, at his discretion, 
buildings at any place in which the gross 
receipts of the Postoffice for two years 
or more preceding shall have exceeded 
$3,000. or in county feats $2.500, each year, 
the cost of such building not to exceed 
$25.000. 
Iq any case where the receipts am ount 
to $20,000 it will entitle the place to a 
building not exceeding $15 000 in cost. 
The Postmaster-General is authorized to 
receive donations of land as sites for the 
the erection of such buildings, and, when 
necessary, te purchase ground, the price 
not to exceed $5.000. 
The bill appropriates for the fiscal vear 
of 1S81 $2,000,000. 
Nearly 2,000 places in 
the country will be affected by the passage 
of this bill. 
If the bill passes, which seems likelv. as 
all the Congressmen are interested, "this 
will insure buildings at the following cities 
and towns in California: Alameda, Auburn,

A\ a s h i n g t o n , April 18th.—The Senate 
Republican Silver Committee held a meet­ 
ing this morning, at which Secretary W in­ 
dom said that the reason for his advocating 
the redemption in bullion of certificates is­ 
sued for the purchase of silver was that it 
would m ake the certificates more valuable. 
To require their redemption in the silver 
dollars would be, in his opinion, todiscredit 
them , while to require their redemption in 
gold coin might seriously embarrass the 
Government. 
He insisted that there are 
only two ways in which the credit of the 
Government can be i rotected in the issue 
of the large num ber of Treasury notes 
contemplated. One is by bullion redem p­ 
tion. as proposed in his bill, and the oth<-r 
by authorizing the sale of bonds to provide 
a gold reserve when it becomes necessary 
to redeem them. 
The latter policy, he be­ 
lieved, was wholly unnecessary and un­ 
justifiable, and hence there is no other 
means ot protection than the bullion re­ 
demption proposition. 
He said he deemed 
this feature absolutely essential in protect­ 
ing the credit of the country, and would 
feel it his duty to oppose auv measure that 
gave the holder of a certificate an option on 
the currency in which it should be re­ 
deemed. 
After the Secretary had given his views 
upon the bill and the basis of them , a dis­ 
cussion took place upon the subject of the 
sufficiency of the circulation. 
Secretary W indom stated to the com­ 
m ittee that the total circulation, $1,426,­ 
000,000, was an average of $21 70 per cap­ 
ita on the basis of a 65,000,000 population. 
Actually, however, this sum is subject to 
dim inution by amounts tied up in various 
ways, such as reserves held for redemption 
of notes, etc., so that per capita the am ount 
of circulation was considerable less. 
The Secretary agreed with the Senators, 
as he had with the Representatives, that an 
addition to the circulation was necessary, 
but in the conference to-day no definite 
sum was named.

Thomas said th at he had not censured any 
m em ber of the com m ittee.

I.aw ler of Illinois presented a protest of the 
H ardw are Association of the United States 
against the proposed duty on cutlery aud guus. 
Referred. 
Henderson of Illinois reported the river and 
harbor appropriation bill. 
It was referred lo 
the Com m ittee of the Whole. 
The House then w ent into Com m ittee of the 
W hole on the private calendar. The Court of 
Claim s bill was the first ou the calendar, and 
Thomas' resolution to report the bill back with 
the recom m endation th at it be referred to the 
Com m ittee on Rules, for investigation of the 
status of the m easure in connection w ith the 
rules of the House, was lost. 
A point of order was raised by Kerr, th at the 
Com m ittee on War Claims had no jurisdiction 
over the rule. Thomas of Wisct nsin then offered 
a resolution that the bill be reported back to the 
House w ith the recom m endation th at it be re­ 
com m itted. w ith instructions to the Committee 
on W ar Claims to inquire into the loyalty of 
each claim ant. He said the bill contained 285 
claim s, based on the pretended findings of the 
Court of Claims. Of this num ber there were 
eight cases w here no findings were transm itted 
to Congress. In 176 cases tne usual m ethod of 
ascertaining the loyalty of the parties had not 
been followed. The Committee on W ar Claims 
had bunched these 285 claim s w ithout any ex ­ 
am ination or investigation 
The Secretary of 
W ar had transm itted to the com m ittee since 
th e report of th e bill, a statem ent show ing that 
in 84 cases the claim ants had filed vouchers for 
supplies furnished the Confederates, or done 
some other thing indicating disloyal y. 
C auuousaid that if this was correct the House 
dare uot pass the bill u u til thoroughly investi­ 
gated. 
B uchanan of New Jersey denounced the a t­ 
tem pt to drag through corrupt w ith incorrupt 
cases. 
This precipitated a wordy war. in w hich 
B uchanan, Honk. K err aud others took part. 
stockdale of Mississippi argued th at the fact 
th at a m an signed vouchers for furnishing sup­ 
plies to the Confederate arm y was not proof ol 
disloyalty. If he h ad n 't signed, his property 
would have beeu taken, anyw ay. 
H onk spoke lor the loyal m en of the South, 
declaring that had it not beeu for them the 
Confederacy would have succeeded. 
After a tilt betw een H onk aud Grosvenor, a 
resolution, by McComas, was agreed to recom ­ 
m itting the bill, w ith instructions to the com ­ 
m ittee to report it back w ithin two weeks, and 
th at the bill be placed at the head of the calen­ 
dar.

T H E GULF OF GUAYAQUIL AND THE 
BIO 
GUAYMAS 


Som e R eason* W hy th e U nited State* 
H as So U ittle C om m erce w ith th e 
South A m erican State*.

S t e a m s h ip “ Se r e n o ,” Feb., 1890. 
You may search the world over for 
pleasant sea-traveling w ithout finding any­ 
thing more agreeable than down the west­ 
ern coast of South America, where one is 
always sure of fair weather, still waters 
and fine stetm ers. 
Especially is this the 
case during the season of our N orthern 
w ¡nter—thesum m ertim ein these latitudes 
— when breezes blow cool and invigorating 
even directly over the equator, w ithout the 
dam p chilliness that pierces one’s marrow 
on the A tlantic. 
Strange to say, not an American keel 
ploughs the Pacific from Panam a to Cape 
Iio ru —yet not altogether unaccountable 
w hen we consider the reasons th a t have 
left the America of the N orth almost w ith­ 
out commercial dealings w ith her South­ 
ern sister. The shor t-sighted policy of the 
U nited States Congress iu refusing to aid 
steam ship lines, eveu by payment of a 
m oderate sum for carrying the mails, has 
m uch to do with i t ; for the venturesome 
capitalist who m ight invest money in such 
an enterprise would have to compete w ith 
th e well-subsidized companies of Europe. 
A t present there are two lines of steam ­ 
ers plying regularly between Panam a and 
Chile— one Chilean, the othe*. English. 
T he latter, which is by far the best, was 
projected as an American company, by 
W illiam W heelright of New York city. 
More than forty years ago this gentlem an 
secured a “concession” for its establish­ 
m ent in these waters, aud then he hurried 
home to the U nited States, expecting to 
readily raise the necessary funds for carry­ 
ing out his plans. 
But neither the m er­ 
chant princes, capitalists nor Congress 
could be induced to oti’er him any sort of 
aid or encouragement, and finally be took 
him self aud his project to England, where 
a wiser Government 
SNAPPED AT THE CHANCE 
O f securing rich emoluments for all tim e 
to come. 
Subsequently Mr. W heelright 
obtained subsidies, also, from several of 
th e South American republics, whose ports 
he enters. 
The natural consequence is 
th a t the whole passenger traffic of the 
Southern Pacific, toget her with nearly all 
its commerce, has passed irrevocably into 
B ritish hands, whose vessels sail every 
week from Panam a to Liverpool, via the 
straights of Magellan. 
T he Chilean line sends a vessel every 
second week and 
carries mostly' local 
freight. 
Several sm aller steamers, belong­ 
ing to French aud German companies, ply 
between various 
west-coast ports; 
and 
there used to be two other lines, Spanish 
and Italian, but both the latter have re­ 
cently withdrew their boats. The “Pacific 
Steam Navigation Company,” which M r. 
W heelright organized, is to-day the largest 
enterprise of its kind in the world, owning 
m ore that sixty first-class steamers and 
carrying every bit of cargo between E u­ 
rope and South America. 
For this trade 
it m aintains two sets of steamers, those 
for the stili waters between Panam a and 
Y a l| tara iso 
being large and beautiful, 
w ith open decks aud airy state-room s; 
w hile those designed for the rougher pas­ 
sage through the straights and across the 
storm y A tlantic were especially constructed 
for heavy seas. 
The headquarters of the P. S. N. Com­ 
pany is now in Liverpool. 
It was first 
established in London, but did not prove 
a brilliant success until after its rem oval; 
since'which time the trade has been con­ 
stantly increasing. 
Mr. W heelright also 
built the first railroad in South America, 
in Chile, aud the grateful natives have 
very properly honored him by a huge 
statue in the city of Valparaiso. 
The distance form Panam a to V alpa­ 
raiso is 3,315 miles, and the trip would 
become a very tedious one—occupying 
twenty-five days—were it not for the fact 
th a t hardly half the time is spent at sea, 
there being no fewer than 
THIRTY-EIGHT PORTS 
T be visited on the wav. 
Through the 
in .ay years that the B ritish company en­ 
joy d undisputable monopoly its charges 
w.-re enormous—not less than £40 per ton 
for freight, and £297 per capita passenger 
rate for a distance about the same as th at 
Between New York and Liverpool. 
The 
C hilean line, however, has lately made 
com petition so brisk that, when rivalry 
runs high, either company will recklessly 
reduce their fare, ofiering t■. carry people 
for almost nothing at all rather than let 
them fall into the hands of m e other. 
W ishing to take advantage of this con­ 
venient -tate of alfairs, a couple of young 
Englishm en who were 
boond for “up 
south," as they say hereabout-, made a care­ 
ful canvass in Panama among the travelers 
booked for various points along the west­ 
ern shores of South America, and finding 
h goodly num ber of them, who agreed to 
stick together and go by the line th at 
would “come down” most handsomely, they 
managed the m atter so well between the 
rival companies that everybody’s fare was 
reduced to an absurdly small sum—ours 
for the whole 3,315 miles being less than 
£32 each, American gold, with no charge 
for extra luggage and “stop-overs” of in­ 
definite length allowed. 
And we were 
given extraordinary attentions aud courte­ 
sies w ithal—afternoon tea in the Captain’s 
cabin, nice little lunches seut up before 
bed-time, and everybody had a state-room 
all to him-elf, mother and daughter, or 
husband and wife, being given two large 
comm unicating rooms with plenty of extra 
space for trunks and steamer chairs. 
The.-e B ritish steamers have their an­ 
chorage in Panama some seveu miles out 
from shore, near the island of Toboga; 
while the Pacific mail steamers of the 
American line, bound for San Francisco, 
lie at points equally distant, for the alleged 
harbor, though lovely to look at, is shallow, 
rocky aud dangerous inshore, w ith long, 
black reefs showing their ugly heads above 
th e water. 
As the tide on this side of the 
Isthm us rises from eighteen to twenty-two 
feet, setting in aud running out with a re­ 
m arkably strong current, the m atter of 
em barking and disembarking is by no 
means child’s play aud can Be accomplished 
w ith comparative safety only at w hat is 
called 
“ h a l f t id e ,” 
A nd there must lie no delay about it, for 
th is is em phatically the time and tide that 
' ‘waits for no man." 
If you and your be­ 
longings are not on the sjiot at the proper 
moment, ready tol»e hustled, pell-mell, over 
the lurching gang-plank the instant it is 
throw n out from the little “tender” when 
it bob- up alongside the wharf, yon will 
inevitably find yourself in the unpleasant 
p edicament of the damsel whom the poet 
Jeft behind him. 
The tender is altogether too small for the 
crowd of passengers and the hastily-loaded 
baggage is everywhere piled high in wild­ 
est confusion. 
The fierce Isthm ian heat 
can hardlv he endured in the tiny cabin, 
aud there are not a dozen available seats 
on deck ; so you find standing room out­ 
side, with your hat bumping the awning 
and your pedal extrem ities at the mercy of 
rolling trunks and boxes and the foot­ 
prints' of vour equally unsteady fellow- 
.voyagers. ’ If it rains—as it generally does 
'during half the vear—your discomforts are 
not dim inished; for no umbrella (even 
could you find space to raise one) would 
Ik? the slightest protection against a tropic 
shower. 


B ut if getting aboard the tender was ' 
bad enough, getting off again is 
In f in it e l y w orse 
—over the narrow “ bridge" spanning the ! 
sea between the little craft th at hobbles 
about like an egg-shell and the larger ves­ 
sel th a t n ek s and rolls with a stately mo­ 
tion of her own, straining and tugging at 
her hawser and occasionally succeeding in 
pulling so far away th at the connecting 
plank falls short of" its destination. 
You j 
are hauled across somehow, though in 
mortal terror, and your luggage pitched 
after you, unless, as it not infrequently 
happens, the latter drops, instead, down 
into the sea. 
These big English steamers are three- 
storied affairs, and the lower deck, into 
which one ’is ushered from the tender, is 
far from prepossessing at first sight. There 
are long lines of stalled sheep and cattle, 
most of them to be slaughtered for food 
during the voyage, and groups of shock­ 
headed, saddle-colored Peruvian and C hil­ 
ian deck-hands, who look as if they would 
like to slaughter us. 
So perfectly do they 
personate one’s idea of pirates, as gained 
from opera choruses, that one momentarily 
expects to hear them hurst out into sing­ 
ing. 
And the resemblance to well-remembered 
opera scenes does not cease w ith these 
lower regions. 
Ascending a ladder-like 
stairway to the m ain deck, you find that 
the 
Sereno 
and 
her 
Majesty’s 
ship 
Pinafore, are in many respects as alike 
as two peas in a pod. 
There may be no 
Dick Deadeyes nor L ittle Buttercups on 
board, but the gallant captain is as typical 
a Briton as was “never, never sick at sea;” 
and on all sides one hears a deal of self­ 
congratulation th at iu spiie of all tem pt­ 
ations to the contrary, everybody 
“REMAINS AN ENGLISHMAN.” 
Though far from being the finest ship 
of the line, the Sereno is quite good 
enough for anybody, w ith its blaze of elec­ 
tric light, immense salon, wide cabins all 
opening outward on the second deck, aud 
the whole 
awniug-shaded 
upper story 
given over to the passengers for lounging, 
promenading and amusements. 
The island of Toboga, in front of which 
our steamer is anchored, a few miles from 
Panam a City, is covered by a cheerful- 
looking little town, though no doubt dis­ 
tance lends enchantm ent to the view of its 
roofs, fiat and red-tiled, or very steep aud 
thatched w ith straw, all overshadowed by 
drooping palms or half hidden behind 
broad-leaved banana trees. 
Everybody is 
anxious to get away aud chafes and fumes 
at an hour’s delay, being absurdly afraid 
of Yellow Jack and other bugaboos in­ 
digenous to the locality. We, being south­ 
ward bound, 
sail 
almost immediately 
w ith the turn of the tide, hut our neigh­ 
bors on the American steamer, en route to 
San Francisco, must wait here two or 
three days. 
By the way—though most travelers do 
not know it—those going north must first 
sail due south more than one hundred 
miles in order to round the peninsula of 
Agüero, which stretches forth a loDg arm, 
slightly curved eastward, inclosing in its 
embrace the hay of Panam a. 
I t seems a 
paradoxical statem ent, but it is neverthe­ 
less absolutely true, th at Aspinwall, on 
the eastern side of the Isthmus, is iu real­ 
ity farther west than Panam a city on its 
western coast. 
By consulting the map 
and getting the crook of the Isthm us well 
in miud, you will see th at the Panama 
Railroad, instead of westward-ho-ing from 
Aspinwall, as its passengers fondly imag­ 
ine, runs southeast. 
In this connection 
it may he mentioned th at the port of 
Guayaquil, in Ecuador, the very western­ 
most town in all South America, lies al­ 
most in a direct line south from W ashing­ 
ton, D. C. 
Panam a Bay, w hich is 110 miles long 
and nearly 150 miles wide at its mouth, 
is swarming with sharks, especially in the 
neighborhood of the port. 
Sailors delight 
in spinning 
GRUESOME YARNS 
in the hearing of land-luhbers, regarding 
persons who have been snapped overlioard 
from canoes, or who have lost a leg or an 
arm by some act of carelessness, or have 
tumbed into the sea in the perilous transit 
between dock and tender, or from tender 
to steamer, their horrible fate being told 
by a brief reddening of the surface of the 
water. 
If you desire to test the likelihood 
of such a catastrophe, just toss overboard 
anything at hand, from a biscuit to a grip­ 
sack, and notice how quickly a dozen pairs 
of wide-opened jaws will show themselves. 
To the last moment that the vessel 
waits, she is surrounded by a crowd of ca­ 
noes and pit pins, bringing from shore 
cargoes of bananas, pineapples, cocoanuts, 
oranges, mangoes, figs, paltas, parrots and 
monkeys, some for sale on the spot to who­ 
ever will buy, but mostly loaded below for 
transportation to other ports. 
By judiciously interviewing the ship’s 
officials, from time to time, w ithout allow­ 
ing them to suspect tin- presence of a ehiel 
amang them takin’ notes, I have elicited 
the following data relative to west-coast 
comm erce: 
We have now on board about 
1,300 tons of freight, hut th at is considered 
a small cargo, 2,500 tons being the lim it. 
It consists chiefiy of cattle, wool, metals, 
sugar, rice and tobacco; and all of it goes 
to Europe, except the cattle to be eaten on 
the way, and a little fruit for local ports. 
A large quantity of rice will be taken 
on at Callao, it being the great staple of 
I’eru, where the finest rice in the world is 
grown, a single grain being sometimes 
half an inch long. 
There is also a lot of 
rhaneacha aboard, a native preparation 
from sugar-cane, used in the making of 
dulces, or sweetmeats; and at l’isco, one of 
the ports of N orthern Peru, a good deal of 
the brandy manufactured there will be 
loaded. 
The average valuation of the cargo is 
about £300,000 sterling per annum. 
The 
exjiorts from Chile alone are from fifteen 
to twenty millions a year, and Peru is but 
little behind those figures. 
As to imports, the Argentine Republic 
receives over a million dollars worth per 
annum, about seven and three-fourths of 
which come from the United States. 
Bra­ 
zil im ports an average of £105,000,000 
worth, to which the United States con­ 
tributes only about eight per cent. 
Taken 
together, the imports of all Central and 
South America reach a total of at least 
£450,000,000 
Every year, toward which vast sum the 
U nited States, the nearest sister republic, 
contributes less than £50,000,000. 
Nor is 
there good reason for this lamentable state 
of things, except high tariti, lack of tran­ 
sit and a few other obstacles which m ight 
easily be removed were our legislators less 
inconceivably stupid, any more than for 
the fact that the U nited Stales merchants 
are compelled to send the few goods thev 
can now dispose v i in Brazil, etc., awav 
around by Havre, Hamburg and Liver­ 
pool. 
W e crossed th e equatorial line in the 
night, soon after leaving the coast Colom­ 
bia, and, contrary to all expectations, the 
weather grew perceptibly cooler, instead of 
giving us an increase of heat. The steamer 
reaches G uayaquil on the evening of the 
fourth day out tor Panama. 
D uring most 
of the time we are heyood sight of land, 
the blue and placid waters of the Pacific 
filling the horizon on all sides; but some­ 
times to the eastward, when the mists of 
morning are dispersed and before the even­ 
ing shadow- fall, the lofty Cordillera, that 
form the northermost spur of the A udian 
chain, suddenlv stand out full in view, 
smoke issuing from the tops of some of 
them , proving that we are fast approach­ 
ing the region of earthquakes and volcanic 
eruptions. 
On the morning of the third day some­ 
thing that looks like a gigantic corpse 
floating on the water is dim ly visible 
through a yellow haze, which we know to 
be the Isla del Muerto, or “ Dead Man’s 
Island”—an unmistakable landm ark for 
seamen, marking the entrance to the G ulf 
of Guavquil. 
In order to make for the 
port of Ecuador our course is now sharply 


changed due eastward, and though the 
m ainland is not discernible through the 
fog, its proxim ity is unmistakably an­ 
nounced by a complete change of odors, 
the salty and fishy smells of the sea being 
overpowered ly a m ixture of m alarial 
dampness and the fragrance of tropical 
fruits and flowers. 
Presently we pass 
THE ISLAND OF GORGOt£A, 
Famous as the site of Pizarro’s desperate 
deed of devotion, and the Cape of Em er­ 
alds, at the mouth of the Guayaquil, where 
he first landed, and whence the towering 
summits of Cotopaxi and Chimborazo are 
for the first time plainly seen in all their 
majesty. 
To the left lies Puna Island, on 
w hich the stern conquerer bore up so long 
against open foes and treacherous friends, 
and organized th at small but desperate 
force w ith which he subdued the richest 
and most powerful of America’s ancient 
empires. 
The G ulf of G uayaquil is very large, but 
its channel is narrow and tortuous. 
A t 
times we steam close to the low, slimy 
shores, which are lined w ith mangrove 
trees, among whose gnarled roots numbers 
of alligators and water-snakes find con­ 
genial homes, while farther out, iu the 
safety of dee]) water, huge porpoises show 
their shining black sides in uncouth gam­ 
bols. 
O ur attention was called to a tiny island, 
green as an emerald “set in the ring of the 
wave,” close by which a Spanish treasure- 
ship is said to have sunk a century and a 
half ago with several million doubloons on 
hoard. 
To this day divers occasionally 
bring' up golden coin, and we were in­ 
formed th at the chance was open to us, as 
to everyliody, of possessing half that sub­ 
merged wealth, the other half of all that 
is recovered to go to the Ecuadorian Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Since “golden opportunities” 
are rare in these days, it seems a pity to 
decline this one, and I hasten to mention 
it for the benefit of my needy countrymen. 
They assure us th at iu many places oft 
the coasts of Chile and Peru ships laden 
w ith treasure were purposely sunk during 
the war ; and all the world is welcome to 
recover the money, providing only that 
half is given to the Government. 
I should have mentioned in its proper 
place th at Puna Island is now the Saratoga 
of Ecuador. 
An English gentleman, Cap­ 
tain Chambers, owns the tines! house in 
the town, an immense, blue-painted struct­ 
ure, circular in shape, with verandas all 
around, which in the distance looks about 
as much like a residence as the grand stand 
of a race course. 
The Guavas river empties into the G ulf 
of Guayaquil, and sixty miles up its nar­ 
row and winding course is Ecuador’s only 
“seaport”—called Santiago de G uayaquil— 
nearly a hundred miles from the ocean! 
And just as tw ilight shades shut oil the 
view we find ourselves anchored opposite 
the port, which we will proceed to explore.

Reed, now editor of the Arkansas Traveler, 
was a paragrapher on the Leader, and Mr 
Cowles used to call him to account nearly 
every day for w riting things th at seemed 
to him to be destitute of sense or point, 
though the whole city of Cleveland was 
chuckling over them. 
These interviews 
always made Mr. Reed very unhappy, hut 
he did not despair until he awoke one 
morning to find th at a humorous sketch 
on which he had expended great care had 
been cut half in two, breaking oft in print 
in the most provoking way. 
On demand­ 
ing an explanation from the foreman. Mr. 
Reed was informed th at when the proof 
was submitted to Mr. Cowles he took his 
shears and cut oft’half the proof sheet, re­ 
m arking th at the portion handed back to 
the foreman occupied as much space as 
ought to be given to any joke. W hen Mr. 
Reed heard this he walked into Mr. 
Cowles’ office, wrote out his resignation 
and walked out of the Leader office, never 
to return.

W ith the disappearance of the “ border” 
has vanished a type of American manhood 
th at will only hereafter live in story, and 
it would require volumes to teil of their 
rem arkable adventures if it were possible 
at this late date to collect all the facts in 
their wonderful career. 
K it Carson, “ Old John Sm ith,” Jim 
Bridger, Colonel Saint Yrain, Maxwell, 
the Bents, Boones and a host of famous 
frontiersmen, who made the “ border” ring 
w ith deeds of daring and whose exploits 
are indelibly woven in the history of our 
country, are now all d e a d ! 
They died 
“ with harness on,” and far beyond that 
civilization which now closes up the gap 
to the very foot of th e “ Rockies,” amid 
which there is nothing that would have I 
been congenial to them . 
So they passed j 
away while there yet remained the silent 
prairies, the solitude of the mountains aud 
the noiseless stream s! 
I t has been my fortune to have known 
intim ately all those I have mentioned, aud 
I have sat me down to 
Summon from the vanished past 
The forms that once have been, 
So that they may appear to my mental 
vision as I knew them “ in the flesh.” 
KIT CARSON. 
K it Carson, one of the noblest cf the 
brotherhood, until a few years ago— when 
his remains were removed to Taos and an 
appropriate monument erected over them — 
slept peacefully under the gnarled old cot­ 
tonwoods at F ort Lyon, on the Arkansas, 
that N ile of America, where he died in 
1868. 
It was fitting that, for a tim e at 
least, he should rest by that silent stream, 
every mile of whose gently flowing waters 
could tell a story of his daring. 
Carson was below medium bight, a very 
little dialectic in expression of thought, and 
possessed the power of reading a man’s 
character at sight. 
Upon that judgm ent 
you stood or fell. 
There was nothing of 
the desperado about him ; he was one of 
n atu rt’s noblemen, and your table would 
have been henored by his presence. 


COLONEL BOONE. 
Colonel A. G. Boone wtis another grand 
old man. 
H e was over six feet tall, 
straight as an arrow, finely educated, a de­ 
lightful raconteur and a worthy grandson 
of the immortal pioneer of K entucky. He 
died at a ripe old age, in full possession of 
all his faculties iu Denver, oulv a few days 
ago. 
H e knew more of the plains and mount­ 
ain tribes than any man of his time, was 
strongly urged by W estern members of 
Congress for Commissioner of Industrial 
Afiairs during President G rant’s second 
adm inistration, hut he lacked the one es­ 
sential in our American system of prefer­ 
ment—he was not a politician—conse­ 
quently failed of appointm ent to the posi­ 
tion for which he was so em inentlv qual­ 
ified. 
Colonel Saint Vrain, a specimen repre­ 
sentative of the early French voyageut— 
every inch a gentlem an—was one of the 
pioneers in the “trade” with the “far oft” 
Sante Fe sixty years ago. 
H e lies in the 
venerable cemetery at Mora, N. M., that 
quaint old town which was his home for 
so manv decades, and where he enter­ 
tained his host, of ¡friends so royaliy. 
“ UNCLE JOHN” SMITH. 
Every one who traveled on the plains 
during the period included between the 
years 1S21-70—almost half a century—re­ 
members “ Old John Sm ith,”’ or “ Uncle 
Jo h n ” as he was fam iliarly called. 
H e 
was a celebrated “trapper” and “guide,” 
had lived with the Cheyennes off and on 
from boyhood, which tribe adopted him 
long before the establishment of the “Santa 
Fe T rail,” or any such things as “ the 
commerce of the prairies.” 
H e figured 
only a little leas conspicuously in the his­ 
tory of the “border" than K it Carson, Lu- 
cien B. Maxwell and other famous men of 
those times. 
H is resemblance to President Johnson 
was astonishing. 
“ L’ncle Jo h n ” was a character—full of 
superstitions as a plantation negro. 
H e 
would never eat a quail, because some 
fortv years ago, just as he was about to 
pull the trigger of his rifle to kill a buffalo 
he had drawn a bead on, one of those little 
birds jum ped on his front sight and inter­ 
fered with his aim, thus saving his life, as 
he declared, for the tall grass was full of 
Indians, who killed two of his comrades 
who had discharged their pieces at the 
buffalo. 
, 
H e was one of the principal guides and 
interpreters during the celebrated “ winter 
campaigns” of General Sheridan against 
the allied Cheyennes and Arapahoes and 
Kiowas, under the lead of the dreaded Sa- 
tan-ta, In the Cheyenne reservation, in the 
Indian territory, among the tribe th a t had 
adopted him half a century before. 
r.\SS FINDER BRIDGER. 
Jim Bridger was another of the famous 
coterie especially distinguished for discov­ 
ery 
of defiles 
through 
the 
intricate 
mazes of the Rocky mountains in the 
early davs of intra-continent travel, one of 
the principal northern “ passes” of which 
is named in honor of him. 
H e died at his 
boyhood home, W estern Missouri, a few 
years ago. 
H e used to relate some curious experi­ 
ences of his life in the mountains. H e told 
of a petrified forest he had visited, where 
the birds were still sitting on the limbs of 
the trees, ail petrified, too. 
General G at­ 
lin, an officer of the old regular army, who 
was stationed at Fort Gibson in the “Cher­ 
okee N ation,” over half a century ago, 
said to me last summer when I met him in 
Arkansas, that he asked Bridger when he 
was a young man if he had ever been in 
the_ valley of the great Colorado, then a 
veritable terra Incognita. 
“ Yes, sir,” replied Bridger, “ and there’s 
where the peaches, oranges and lemons 
bear all the year round. 
It’s the only 
place, too, I’ve ever seen where the moon 
is always fu ll!’’ 
Bridger became alisolutely blind before 
his death, which occurred in the fullness 
of man’s allotted period, and in the pos­ 
session of all his faculties, w ith th at one 
exception. 
A t one time, early in the “ sixties.” 
while the engineers of the Union Pacific 
were tem porarily in Denver, then an in­ 
significant place, they became somewhat 
confused in relation to where was the most 
feasible point in th em untains over which 
to run their line. They summoned Bridger 
from St. Louis. 
In due time—about two weeks—the old 
man arrived. 
The passage of the “ G reat 
Plains” then was only made by relatively 
slow though continuous night and day rid­ 
ing, changing teams at “stations” averag­ 
ing ten miles apart. 
A fter breakfast next morning, when all 
were pulling vigorously at their m atutinal 
pipes around the camp fire, Bridger. anx­ 
ious of course to know why he had l>een 
sent for in such a hurry and from so great 
a distance, propounded the question: 
“ W ell, w hat do you surveyors want of 
me ?” 
W hen toid, with a look of unmistakable 
disgust, he asked for a large piece of pa­ 
per, at the same tim e rem arking: 
“ W hy! I could told you all that in 
St. Louis and saved you all this here ex­ 
pense !” 
H e was handed a piece of manilla, used 
for drawing details of bridge and depot 


plans, which he spread out on the ground 
before him , and, taking a dead coal from 
the ashes of the camp-fire, he sketched a 
rough outline map : then pointing to a cer­ 
tain peak in the topography of the “range" 
he had hurriedly made with his crude pen­ 
cil, said : 
“ There’s where you fellows can cross 
w ith your road, aud nowhere else, without 
a heap m orecuttin’ and diggin’ than you’ll 
want to contract for.” 
T hat crude ma¡>— and it was crude— is, 
I am told, preserved iu the archives of the 
great corporation, and its line crosses the 
main “spurs” of the “ Rockies,” just where 
Bridger said it would have to. 


OLD MAN BENT AND HIS PROGENY. 
Old man Bent I never became intimate! v 
acquainted with, as he died onlv a few 
months a ttlr I first saw him, although I 
bad been on the plains for years and knew 
all the others I have mentioned for a iong 
period before I happened to m tet the pro­ 
prietor of the fort on the Upper Arkansas 
whose name the now dilapidated old adol>e 
structure still bears. 
H e and John Sm ith were the only two 
of all the great number of prominent fron­ 
tiersmen who married squaws. T he othets 
were wedded to either American. French 
or Spanish womeu, and their families were 
em inently respectable. 
Uncle John Smith made no effort to ed­ 
ucate his children—they were savages from 
their birth and remained so. 
One. a son, 
was killed by the troops in the “ Chiving- 
ton massacre” on Sand creek, Colorado, 
which was a source of grief from which the 
old “ trapper” uever recovered. 
Bent was determiued that his son and 
daughter, C harles aud Julia, should have 
the best education money could obtain— 
he was sadly deficient himself—so he ; eut 
them to St. Louis when mere children, 
surrounded them with all the culture and 
refinement of civilization, never permit- 
ing them to return to their home at “ Bent’s 
Old F o rt” and the savage conditions under 
which they were born until they had at­ 
tained their majority. 
They spoke no language but English, 
aud th eir Indian mother died when thev 
were absent at sctool. 
The father con­ 
tinued to occupy the old place, but the 
children did not join him until 1805, when 
both were full grown. 
Some one has said an Eastern “ peace 
policy” indicates individual probabilitv. 
“ Civilizatiou has very m arked effects upon 
an Indian. 
If he once learns to speak 
English he will soon forget his native cun­ 
ning aud pride of race.” 


THE FORCE OF HEREDITY. 
Let us see how it happened with Charley 
and Ju lia Beut. 
She from choice m arried a wild Chey­ 
enne, adopted the dress aud methods "of 
that tribe, worked as other squaws were 
compelled to work, soon reached the level 
of d irt and degradation from which her 
m other had been rescued when her father 
m arried her out of the buffalo skin lodge. 
Charley, as an old army friend once de­ 
scribed him when his character was being 
discussed around the camp fire, “ allied the 
native cunning of the Indian and ‘pride of 
race’ with the acquired abilities of the 
Caucasian.” 
H e had no sooner “ set foot on his native 
heath” than he found enough restless aud 
am bitious young “ bucks” willing to place 
themselves under his leadership. 
These 
were known as "dog soldiers”—so called— 
a sort of sem i-m ilitary organization, com­ 
posed of the most daring, blood-thirstv 
young men of the tribe. Sometimes “squaw 
men”—w hite men married to squaws and 
living w ith the Indians—attached them ­ 
selves to the band. 
.A t the head of this desperate command, 
never num bering more than a hundred at 
any time, Charley Bent plundered ranches, 
attacked freight caravans, the “overland 
m ail” coaches, and stole, burned, tortured 
and butchered regardless of sex or age. He 
filled completely the picture Motley, the 
historian, presented of the infamous "Duke 
of A lva—“ H is vices were colossal and he 
possessed no virtues.” 
H e died a natural deatli from cholera, 
and as an army friend of mine remarked 
when he heard the fact, the disease was 
never better employed.

THE NECEAR OF OUR ANCESTORS. 


A STORY THAT HAS MUCH HISTORY. 


I Translated from the Spanish of Don Julio de 
Siguenza, bv Samuel H. Gerrish, for the Reo 
ord-Ynios ] 
PART III. 
We left Cervantes and his friends walk­ 
ing towards the Hospital of San Andres, 
founded by the Emperor Charles I. (I. of 
Spain, V. of Germany) for inferior servants 
of his court, and the priest going towards 
his respectable house in Francos street : 
inasmuch we are transported to a alojarla 
(piace where metheglin is sold), contiguous, 
or at least near to the Carral de la Cruz, 
whicn exieted in the times to which this 
story refers, and which, as we have said, 
contains much of history, and much of 
truth. 
This hospital occupied a floor on the 
street, with two doors, adorned on the 
§ides with a species of red curtains; the 
size of the store, if not large, was sufficient 
to contain twelve or thirteen Valsain nine 
tables, of which, also, were the chairs or 
benches on which assiduous customers 
seated themselves who had an affection lor 
aloja, a drink that in those times was com­ 
mon among all the wealthy Spaniards and 
most of the courtesans, that refreshed 
themselves with it in the warm months of 
summer, or warmed their blood during the 
cold winter, since the celebrated aloja was 
possessed of both of these qualities. It was, 
and has been during centuries, the nectar of 
our ancestors. 
A counter, or at least a shelf, is encoun­ 
tered in one of the corners, where the 
glasses, or rather the mugs, and vessels of 
various Sizes, jars and bottles of distinct 
forms, were confounded at the side of a 
species of suspended sideboard, on top of 
which was a little temple which covered 
the image of Santa Ana, patron and m e­ 
diator of the city. A trap-door in the floor, 
almost always open, gave an entrance to 
the cellar, where in the darkness the aloja 
was kept. And lastly, to complete the 
picture, a strong young man of about 20 
yea* >to bring up the drink into the store, 
ajoung woman, not bad appearing, that 
served the customers, and a man of about 
50 years, red as a poppy, with a round, full 
face and very corpulent, his head covered 
with a white cap in the Flemish style, a 
long apron fastened to the neck and to the 
waist. All this was sustained over long 
and weak legs, like the masts to a ship. 
These three types constituted the principal 
basis of the alojaría. The last person 
mentioned was called Master Pedro Fer­ 
nandez de Viliabul, a native of Valladolid, 
and master examiner for the corporation 
of Alojaros of the ancient court. 
Very different were the persons that then 
filled it—that is to say, it was at that time 
the most aristocratic store in which it was 
served during the sorrowful days of the 
reign of Senor Don Philip III. of Asturias, 
and it was a genuine Spanish drink. No­ 
blemen, gentlemen and citizens confounded 
gladly, however they were ever guarded in 
their respect to tbe’blood, to class and to 
those that merited it. They never spoke of 
politics, although the majority mourned 
the decay of our arms. Of how much hope 
they had of the young Prince, to whom 
was destined the crown of Spain, and there 
was much talk of the religious solemnities 
that were celebrated daily in the convents, 
monasteries, churches and parishes, that 
without number crowded the city of 
Madrid, and the exit of the comedies of 
Ljpeand Tirso. The august persons of the 
Kings of Spain were entirely out of all 
discussion, although they might eulogize 
the goodness of the King, the beautv of 
Dona Margarita of Anstria, the Queen.'and 
the elegant appearance of the Prince of 
Asturias. But if anything was remembered 
of the recent expulsion of the Moors, the 
trace of twelve years, and the misery the 
people suffered by the war, they spoke of 
it near to a neighbor’s ear. Although aii 
the time the Duke de Lerrna, the Prime 
Minister, was in disgrace, and more yet his 
Secretary. Don Rodrigo Calderon. 
But we will have to refrain from all these 
things and fix attention alone on two per­ 
sons that were sea'ed opposite each other 
at one of the tables near the two strong 
doors, and in friendly conversation, while 
they relished the delicious drink that to 
the sweetness of honey united the narcotic 
of the nutmeg and the exciting clove and 
pepper. 
Over the oldest were the lines of seventy- 
four years, his hair short and white as 
snow, that made prominent the pallid and 
yellow color of his face, lined with wrin­ 
kles, and on which were long whiskers as 
white as his hair. The wrinkles plowed 
deep in the forehead and face of the gen­ 
tleman made him look many years older 
than the personage who we will know 
afterwards. If the expression of the dress, 
all black, with which be was clothed, the 
black hat, adorned with a white feather, 
the light and plaited ruflie around his 
neck, shaming the high collar of his dress, 
may give ua an approximate idea from 
which to conjecture of the importance of 
the person. 
His companion, of a crafty and malicious 
air, was fat, of beastly countenance, with a 
small beard, more black than white, and in 
harmony with bis hair was displayed a 
species of red helmet. He was dressed in 
clothes neither noble nor plebiean, bat was 
covered with a kind of overall, or great 
coat, trimmed with fur, very much moth- 
eaten. He showed the marks of fifty or 
more years. 
Near these, and standing in a respectful 
attitude, with his cap in bis hand, was en­ 
countered the owner of the alojaria, who 
had just entered at the moment, holding 
some papers he had taken from a Segonia 
cloth-wrapper. 
“Here you have them. Senor Vicente 
Espinel,” said master Villabol, "and yon 
will have to see in these as to the places in 
tight we have, we, the master of alojaros, 
tnat came to this ancient court of Madrid, 
by grace of onr lord, the King," and here 
the others saluted, "where neither can they 
store, much less make the good aloja, with­ 
out the penalties of the commonwealth.1’

"You would value it* more, companion, 
not to get the halter in the house of the 
hangman." broke in the so-called solicitor, 
in a restless and fretful tone, "and since 
yon are sarcastic bv nature and birth, add, 
if you wish to tell the truth, that a bad so­ 
licitor was there, if we are to judge by the 
end obtained, and I will take the conse­ 
quences of this.” 
“Have no more of this," answered the 
master Espinel, "the old and good friend­ 
ship between you two is enough alone to 
prove to you the little reason that you 
carry. Senor Gutierrez, for your tesént- 
inent.” 
"Come hither, friend, and since you are 
going to read you will rest me in listening, 
although you are always the greatest wag 
of all my acquaintances, unless it be that 
Don Luis de Gongora has the advantage of 
you.” 
"Here we go, Senor Juan Rufo, and 
since you nave givsn me permission we 
will begin to read these ordenances.* And 
they read thus: Tn the name of the Father, 
of the Son and of the Holy Ghost.’ ” 
And the three crossed themselves. 
‘•Ordenances of The aloJores, confirmed in 
Madrid Court by His Majesty. 
"Pedro Hemandez de Villabol and Diego Lo- 
cano Pedro de Villegas Diego Irerenzo Francisco 
alvnreZ Gaspor amonio Luis LopeZ pedro Fer­ 
nandez Alonzo mendeZ, and domingo mendeZ 
gonzalo Fernandez, and fervastian de castin- 
eda, and juan pinchón and pedro Lorenco pe­ 
dro garcía and diego gonzaleZ and Miguel de 
cAllZ and juaa Nieto and hemando de Agua 
The alojaros of this courts.

"A good beginning, Senor Vicente Espi­ 
nel.” said at this his companion.

that the Madridans used when entered their 
city in parenthesis the court that filled 
Valladolid.

"S. And we order to you that no one aloJero 
after of making the footing as goes to say with 
the things necessary he may not sell to auy 
other aloxero for that they abase making aloJa, 
on pain oi six hundred inar'avedis if proved and 
to bwdeprived of business. 
"4 And we command you that no one AlaJero 
may place neither have more than one shop in 
this Court or outside of it for selling aloJa. for 
having more it may not serve well and it is 
necessary that the present master shall see they 
change, that the aloJa conforms to the weather 
And tuese stores aid in being separate and with 
coal cellars and if they will Jo contrary shall 
lose their materials

"All of which said ordinances with the pains 
aud eomlittons. 
In these cmtained and 
declare they are necessary and conveni­ 
ent and we Sware to God in the right 
form that it is necessary and suplícate 
the Supreme Council of his majesty. These we 
sign and confirm and acknowedge in Madrid 
the twelfth day of the month of August of six­ 
teen hundred and eleven years—Franco davlla 
—Franco alveraZ— Po fernaadeZ de villabol— 
Fco sancheZ.”

"I am inrtunate, Master Villabol”—re­ 
turning to him the papers—"and all the 
drinkers of aioja that his Majesty (whom 
Go i preserve! may approve such ordi­ 
nances so well written and disposed, and 
sol will give you my congratulations be­ 
fore hand.” 
"I say the same,” added the ex-soiicitor 
for the King, Don Philip II., "and more, 
since 1 see the business will go through in 
haste, since it is already’signed by Fran­ 
cisco Davila, and, if my memory does not 
deceive me, is an old solicitor of the Royal 
and Supreme Councils.’’ 
"It is true, Senor Caballero,” answered 
the owner, "that these things may have to 
be hurried before they are a failure. We 
only want a solicitor, and God will pro­ 
vide him, or little influence my compan­ 
ions will have, who live retired and rich, 
since they will be commissioned to seek 
one of note and ability.” 
"It appears to me, friend, that you are 
astute in following the art and catch me 
young,” added the master Espinel. “I

And we present these thiDgs 
to your Highness for your consideration, 
to see and to examine these acts for appro­ 
bation for the use of all the alojaros of this 
Court, and conform to these directions in 
makiDg the said alaoj, and that they use 
and sell under the penalties in the "said 
ordinances contained or of those that your 
Higheess may enact. And that you name 
two persons, beadles, to assist, that have 
been skilled alojeros and practiced instruct­ 
ors in the art, to visit the alojerías and 
shops where they sell the said aloja, and 
that they comply with the said ordinances 
in all (that there are many in the city that 
are rich and following the said business 
and hold in them the qualities that are 
necetsary to be beadles in the said busi­ 
ness). We ask and supplicate to your 
Highness, thus it will be approved sines it 
is in justice which we ask and for these, 
etc.— The Licenciado Vasconcelos." 
"Bartulo and Baldo could say no more, 
nor yet the same Justiniano, than says 
your worship, Senor Counselor, in this of 
the aloja,” said the sly Espinel. 
"Weil. I will apoint for my compan­ 
ions and myself the rich Slouza. that setks 
to be the best lettered in the city,” con­ 
cluded the patron, turning to take awav 
the writing, "and thanks to God and to 
our patron, the Lady Santa Ana, that this 
has disposed the encounter with these 
gentlemen, as the same I give to the Senor 
Counselor apart from that, which in hon­ 
orable justice is his due.” 
Taat Cervantes, Urbina and the Senor 
Juan Rnfo listened most attentively to the 
petition of the alojeras at the time there is 
no doubt, but as tne hour for the sound to 
the Ave-Marias was approaching they 
wished to leave the shop, and leaving their 
seats the Senor Urbina went to pay the bill, 
but the Master Viliabol would on no ac­ 
count take anything, and after many re­ 
spectful protests he supplicated that they 
would accept the debt for then, and asked 
them to come again. 
The five friends went oat, and they saw 
the sellers going through the streets, seek­

SHE DID RIGHT. 
Judge Rix Give* Some W holesom e Advice 
to Parents. 
San Francisco, April 17th.—This after­ 
noon Judge Rix rendered a decision in the 
case of Mrs. Frances A. Banning, Principal 
of the Sanchez street School, who was 
charged with the crime of battery for whip­ 
ping Charles Vanderbos, a pupil in the 
school, for unruly conduct. In deciding 
the case. Judge Rix said : “This matter I 
consider of importance, not only to the de­ 
fendant, but to the people of this city, and 


I have put it in writing, which 1 am not 
accustomed to do. In school the defendant 
occupies nearly the position of parent to 
the scholar. If the teacher inflicted pun­ 
ishment on the pupil with malice and in­ 
tent to do bodily barm she should be pun­ 
ished severely. The boy resisted a reason­ 
able order of bis teacher to stop making a 
noise, aDd refused to give up the article 
that he wa9 doing it with. He became im­ 
pudent aDd was reported to the Principal, 
to whom he also spoke in a very impudent, 
saucy and insolent manner, and he was 
whipped. 
“1 do not think the punishment was se­ 
vere, and it was done in a conscientious 
manner, so as to maintain decotum. If 
paren s who send their children to school 
would use less haste in taking the part of 
those that need and receive punisnment 
for infraction of the rules, but on the other 
hand to give them to understand that if 
they*got whipped for bad conduct there, 
they would get another whipping on their 
arrival home, the teachers and principals 
would have less trouble and there would 
not be so many suspended or dismissed, 
but they might remain to receive the train­ 
ing and education that would render them 
them good and respectable members of 
society. In my judgment the defendant 
should be fully exonerated and this charge 
dismissed, and it is so ordered.”

THE HI VER QUESTION AGAIN. 


An engineer in whose judgment much 
confidence should be reposed, "inee lie is 
well informed concerning the methods 
necessary to employ to secure any action 
by Federal engineering departments, in­ 
forms us that a greal deal has been gained 
in securing so much as a report advising 
orders to issue for survey ano examination 
of the Sacramento river. 
W hile it is 
agreed that the Federal engineers have 
the present knowledge that would form 
the basis for an intelligent report upon the 
needs of the river, it is insisted, say the 
dispatches that it is necessary for an or­ 
der to issue to them to make such a report. 
It certainly is true that such procedure is 
essential, under the present system of the 
Engineering Department of the Army. 
But at the risk of inviting criticism by 
the sticklers for the round-about methods 
that hedge 
so much of army engineer­ 
ing procedure, we venter; to pronounce 
the system wrong. 
The patent existence 
of a threat to a river, th e-ordinary natural 
history of e navigable stream, ought to 
warrant an official having supervision of 
it in advising the Government of the needs 
of the river,end whether or not special ex 
animation of it should be made to ascer­ 
tain in detail what remedies ought to be 
applied. 
But here we have the direct statement 
of a Congressional committee that no 
such advice L rs been given for the Sacra­ 
mento by the army engineers. 
The case 
resolves itself into this statement, there­ 
fore, and which we submit is inconsistent 
with the usual manner of conducting suc­ 
cessful business: 
1. The Sacramento river urgently needs 
treatment, and it is the duty of the 
Federal GoverEment to apply it. 
2. But Congress cannot act in that direc­ 
tion until Federal engineers report upon 
the needs, the methods and the amount of 
money necessary. 
3. The engineers in charge will not 
make snch a report until so instructed. 
4. They will not receive such instruc­ 
tions until the Department orders their 
issuance. 
The Department must be com­ 
manded by Congress to issue the order. 
Such is in effect the plain statement of 
the Congressional committee, so that after 
all, the only direct way to put this army 
machinery in motion is by action on the 
part of civilians. 
Now that we have at last discovered how 
to set the wheels going, let the agitation 
continue. 
If we are to secure speedy 
action, action now and the coming sum­ 
mer, and a report to Congress in I>ecem- 
ber—and there is time enough for that— 
we mnst besiege the proper authorities at 
once to move in the premises, and so per­ 
sist in our appeals that for very impor­ 
tunity the Department will yield to the 
petitions of the people. 
It is necessary, 
also, that there should be a now and inde­ 
pendent Board of Federal Engineers to 
make the necessary report, for it is but re­ 
flecting the public judgment that the 
pe*ple have not confidence in the energy, 
promptness or business wisdom of the 
engineer immediately in’ charge of the 
Sacramento river. 
His action regarding 
the Paine crevasse, in public estimation, 
militates against the wisdom of employ­ 
ing his judgment further in treating the 
«river. 
The facts are simple and undeniable. 
Ninety days ago he took soundings in the 
break and proceeded to ask for bids for the 
work needed, upon the assumption of the 
eoundiegs remaining the same. 
He found 
twelve feet of water on the hank where there 
is now a depth of twenty-three feet; he 
proceeded to solicit bids for work on the 
break on the basis of his discovery that 
the bottom of the breach was far above 
low-water mark, and his belief that it 
would not be cut deeper by the current: 
when the fact is that it has been since cut 
down to a point two feet below the low- 
water level. 
In the meantime he has 
made no soundings, and bow expresses sur­ 
prise that the crevasse has deepened as it 
has. 
No wonder that contracters bidding 
write exclamatory letters to Sacramento 
asking if indeed the depth of the water is 
twenty-three feet, when 
Major Huer's 
specifications call for but about half that 
depth. 
We submit, that however it may be in 


ufacturing and other corporations and or­ 
ganizations is not asked for upon such un­ 
business-like principles. 
Had not public spirit moved citizens to 
make the late soundings, we probably 
should have had contracts let on the basis 
of the early measurements which could not 
have been executed, and as a result tbe 
summer would have passed, and the golden 
opportunity of the present high-water 
stage to make the current do scouring 
duty have been lost—indeed it is now 
drifting away. 
W e repeat, there orght to 
be such intelligent supervision of tke river 
by engineering skill as is competent to 
avail of the opportunity when its otiers, as 
it did when Congress released tbe $110.000 
to operate in conjunction with the forces 
of nature. 
It cannot be that Hie War De­ 
partment ut Washington is sc'bound up hi 
red tape, as to be unable to -even consent 
that money appropriated may be used 
with promptness in order tc avail of high 
stages of water to scour out navigable 
channels. 


THE IMPROVEMENT OF OUR STEEETS. 


The spirit th at some tim e ago wss awak 
eneu 
among our citirons favorable to 
thorough street im provem ent, and th at at 
ona tim e came near receiving its ouietus 
through the unwise projection into the 
debate of the bonded debt issr.es, again 
anim ates our people 
It ought to be stim ­ 
ulated more and more. 
W e must decide, 
and now, if Sacramento is to go ahead, or 
stand still, or retrograde. 
It will do one 
or the other of th e two lest mentioned 
things, unless the highways of the place 
are improved well and extensively 
As m atters stcod, Sacrcmento, during 
the winter, was c walled city, barring out 
the products of the surrounding country, 
and prohibiting the people from coming 
into -the town to trade. 
But there has 
been debate enough concerning need of 
improvement—the thing to do now is to 
“go ahead,'1 to begin! 
to take definite 
action. 
N ext Monday's session of the 
Board of Trustees should not adjourn until 
some step is taken th at will be abreast with 
the willingness of the people to improve 
the streets, for th at they are willing and 
anxious to do so is undeniable, and the 
only questions th at call a halt now concern 
m atters of methods. 
A proposition is now before the people 
th at should be settled one way or another 
at once and w ithout forty-eight hours de­ 
lay. 
It is to submit to a vote the propo­ 
sition to issue $100,€00 wortli of bonds of 
the city for long terms, the sum realized 
irom their sale to be expended in paying 
the city's share of the improvement of the 
streets. 
This share, it is generailv con­ 
ceded should be eq lal to the cost of inter­ 
section work. 
It is not proposed th at the 
Trustees should issue the whole amount of 
the bonds at one time, but only sufficient 
to meet the needs of the present year, and 
probably a fifth o f the sum would very 
well serve the purpose. 
There are objec­ 
tions raised to the scheme and reasons ad­ 
vanced in favor of it. 
Some of the latter 
we recite, reserving consideration of other 
views until it is determ ined w hether the 
proposition shall be subm itted to a vote. 
To the submission of the question, how­ 
ever, there is net any sulistantial objection. 
The authorities can afford at all times to 
trust the people. 
The nearer government 
is brought to the citizen the more satisfac­ 
tory and equitable it is. 
W hen any large 
number of worthy citizens ask th at 
public question be put to the test of the 
ballot-box tc ascertain the will of the 
people concerning it, it is the part of wis­ 
dom to do sc. 
If the people are not com­ 
petent to decide the question at issue, then 
assuredly the Trustees are not. 
These 
officials should not, therefore, object to be. 
ing relieved of the responsibility of decid­ 
ing w hether street improvement shall pro 
ceed ujKin the pian proposed. 
It is said that the cost of holding the 
election will be very considerable. 
To 
th¡6 the friends of the proposition reply, 
“So it will if the usual methods are pur­ 
sued, but there is public spirit sufficient 
in this city to-supply a foil corps of Elec­ 
tion Boards, the members of which will 
contribute their services one day for the 
public good, and we, the friends of the 
scheme, will secure the necessary volun­ 
teers among citizens whom the Trustees 
will confirm as election officers. 
The cost 
would thus be reduced to the rental of the 
polling-places—and that exjense might 
also be eliminated by offers of rooms free 
of charge—and the cost of ballots and of 
advertising the proclamation.” 
Concerning the proposition itself it? ad­ 
vocates maintain that “the time ol all 
others to push ahead public improvements 
is the hard time period: that there is to 
be no call made upon the people for the 
levy of a tax, except- such small sum as 
may be necessary for payment of the in­ 
terest upon such bonds as may be realized 
upon; that prior to the passage of the 
Vrooman bill the city did have a street 
intersection fond, and that all the people, 
whether owners of reality or not, con­ 
tributed to that fond through the avenue 
of general taxation; that probably one- 
fifth of the real estate of the city exclusive 
of that occupied by factories and industrial 
works, is owned by non-residents, who, as 
a rule, oppose improvement, and can be 
reached only at the polls on such prqposi 
tions as that under consideration; that 
while it is true that many real estate 
owners have paid, since the passage of the 
Vrooman Act, for the construction of inter­ 
sections, and may, therefore, object to ex­ 
emption of others from that oost, it is also 
true that such citizens cannot escape in­ 
jury, if geaeral systematic and permanent 
street improvement should be defeated by 
the failure of the city to pay a portion of 
the cost of work, for it is to redoimd 
to 
the 
good 
of 
the whole 
people, 
more than it is to benefit the property 
along the lines of improvement.” 
Finally 
it is urged hv friends of the movement, 
that “no such proposition as that leferred 
to, has ever l>een defeated in this city by a 
vote of the |>eople.” 
These are the views, in part, of the citi­ 
zens who favor the issuance of the bonds, 
but not all the reasons they advance in 
favor of it. 
Sufficient has been quoted, 
however, to indicate their line of argu­ 
ment, and this has been done in common 
justice to that side of the question. 
If the 
submission is made, and the people approve 
the scheme, it will mean prompt, energetic 
and general improvement and the renewal 
of prosperity; if it is defeated, it will indi- 


to go on independent of city aid, and push 
the work of permanent street improve­ 
ment energetically, free from all side is­ 
sues and entanglements. 
If submission is ordered, some delay will 
be occasioned, and th at is much to lie re­ 
gretted ; 'out still the results will probably 
compensate for it. 
The m atter should, 
therefore, 1* definitely and finally passed 
upon on Monday by the Trustees, and no 
longer dallied with. 
W hat is wanted is 
immediate action, and that, too, of a de­ 
cisive character. 
W hatever the decision 
concerning the submission of the proposi­ 
tion referred to, let it be declared by otrr 
officials th at there shall be nc more waste 
of public money in employing men who 
take three strokes of th e shovel and five 
rests between them, to putter over the un­ 
paved streets and patch them up. 
The 
elem ent that draws money for such work 
probably votes straight, but it is money 
thrown away to continue in snch a policy 
Jf the streets are not to be paved in some 
wav, let them rem ain as they are, subject 
to treatm ent by each property-owner of 
the highw ay in front of his premises, for 
he will need to make the street sufficiently 
smooth for [sprinkling carts to reach his 
premises. 
In ten years past we have ex­ 
pended no less than $110,000 for this an­ 
nual scraping up of the earth and the 
knocking over of w inter clods, and we 
have to-dav nothing whatever to show for 
it. 
Let the new policy be abandonment 
of ail such trifling. 
If the streets are not 
to be improved perm anently, let there be 
no makeshifts for a season, but let the mud 
and the clods remain in the highway and 
the money in the city treasury, since by 
such a policy we will sooner attain the 
eml the mass of the people desire shall be 
reached speedily. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE MEETING. 


W e have already called attention to the 
im portance of the Breeders1 Meeting, to 
take place in this city in a very few davs. 
The exhibition of home-bred young horses 
at th a t meeting will be the largest and 
probably the best yet made. 
It should 
therefore command a wide interest, and 
we feel justified in again referring to the 
event, in order not so much to quicken the 
lively interest felt by the stock breeders in 
the meeting, as to stim ulate the people 
generally to attend and by their presence 
encourage the effort made by the State 
Board of A griculture to establish these 
spring meetings, or stock bazars at the 
capital. 
The growing of fine horses in 
California is becoming a chief industry, 
and it should receive such encouragement 
as will make it one of the foremost in the 
country. 
T hat encouragement is to be 
given in one way by attendance upon 
the-e meetings. 
The speed contests, if 
successful in drawing out the people this 
spring, will be retained at Sacramento; if the 
breeders find the people indifforent to the 
exhibition they will make, the location for 
these proposed annual bazars will be else­ 
where. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, th at 
the local patronage of tbe meeting will be 
large, and th at the State generally will be 
well represented. 
W hatever we can do by 
spreading abroad the news of the meeting, 
its great importance and its attractiveness 
we should do now and up to the date fixed 
for the speed contests.

THE SUGAR INTEREST ASSAILED 


From present advices it appears that 
the beet sugar producers of California are 
to be sacrificed in the new tariff bill. The 
duty on sugar is to 
be removed and 
a bounty of two per cent, substituted. 
Such is the majority report. 
Messrs. Mc­ 
Kenna and Morrow, it appears, made a 
hard fight to prevent such a report by the 
committee, but without moving the ma­ 
jority. 
The R e c o r d - U x io x recently fully 
expressed itself upon this subject, showing 
that if the protective principle is to be 
applied at all, it is worthy in the highest 
sense of being extended over the Califor­ 
nia sugar industry. 
The placing of 
bounty will not help the industry here, 
since it will still consent that our pro­ 
ducers may be deprived of the market. 
Of course the matter is not settled by the 
report of the committee; it will be fought 
out on the floor of the House and the 
battle carried into the Senate, but it must 
be confessed that the struggle will be 
against mighty “ odds.” 
The people of 
this State should not, however, lose heart 
in the matter, since the dispatches agree 
that the fate of the entire revised bill, as 
reported by the committee, will tnrn upon 
the final decision upon the sugar question. 


It is announced by the San Francisco 
A lta that business men of San Francisco 
have entered upon arrangements for ex­ 
cursions to the interior from the metropo­ 
lis and from interior cities, such as were 
suggested by Mr. Mills, Vice-Fresident of 
the Board of Trade, recently. 
It is re 
cited that the Southern Pacific Company 
has approved the idea, and has offered to 
conserve it. 
In this direction an excur­ 
sion has already been organized to leave 
Woodland on Monday next, nnd go by 
way of this city to Fresno, conveying sixty 
of the business men cf Woodland. 
They 
will he enabled to remain in Fresno long 
enough to thoroughly examine into the 
local improvements and industries, visit 
the outlying country and make themselves 
acquainted with the conditions of soil cul­ 
ture there. 
The rates for these excursions 
are to be placed at reduced figures, and 
every facility offered for the comfortable 
transportation of the excursionists. 
This 
new idea, and upon which the R e c o r d - 


U x io x commented freely and approvingly 
the other day, will, we believe, result in 
great good. 
The need for more intimate 
acquaintance between our own people, 
and for enlargement of their knowledge 
concerning the several sections of the 
State, is confessed on all sides ; the new 
idea proposes to and will meet that need. 
W e trust that one of the earliest of the 
excursions will be made from this city to 
some place where the spirit of improve­ 
ment is at a white heat, and where the 
progressive sentiment dominates the pub­ 
lic thought. 
We can load a train heavily 
in Sacramento with people who ought to 
be brought into contact with such influ­ 
ences, and inspired with something of the 
public spirit that animates the people of 
Fresno, for instance.

It is tbe product of the 
enterprise of the Lewis Publishing Com­ 
pany of Chicago. Thegeneral chapters are 
by Hon. W ia. J. Davis, of this city. There 
is a very handsome frontispiece, a fnll- 
page view of Mount Shasta; but it was a 
bit of unpardonable fiction to print beneath 
the title, “As seen from the dome of the 
capítol.” 
There are fine steei plate por­ 
traits of A. P. Catlin. Howel! Clark and 
wife. Captain Albert Foster, W. A. Gett, 
Jr., tí. W. Hancock. Dwieht Hollister. D. 
P.. Hunt, General E. A. Johnson, E. J. C.

A. Mayhew and wife, Hen. Joseph II jutier, 
W. E. Terry, Rev. John F. von Herrlich.

Twepty-one chapters are devoted to a his 
torv of Sacramento city, county and the 
townships. 
This is by far the best portion 
of the book, as it certainly is the most 
valuable. 
All etee is biographical, and has 
little relation to the city and county beyond 
tbe personality of the people mentioned. 
The historical section is certainly very 
elaborate, and 
covers 
about 
all the 
ground 
pcssib'e. 
So 
far 
as 
we 
have examined its chapters, it is accurate 
and is justified by the s’andards of loca! 
aud State history. 
Really, the history of 
Sacramento is largely a history oi Califor­ 
nia and the occupation of the west coast of 
the continent by Americans : this volume, 
therefore, possessed especial historical value 
superior to mere locality. There are nearly 
1,000 biographical sketches in the volume. 
Many of these relate to citizens whose lives 
have beeu closely identified from the pio­ 
neer days with the interests of the State 
and the Capital City. The historical value 
of these personal articles will become more 
apparent as the adnit generation dies out. 
for they will be in large part the principal 
record to which those cf the futute can 
turn in search for the characteristics of the 
men who were the founders of the Ameri- 
cau system in the Sacramento vallev. The 
press, the eonfratemal associations, the 
bench and bar, the schools, business asso­ 
ciations, railroads, etc , are treated, each in 
distinct chapters. Tbe book is what it 
claims to be, a local history, and as such is 
valuable as a biographical sketch-book. 
Personal vanity has beeu gratified in many 
cases doubtless by its issuance and was the 
chief reason for appearance of the sketch. 
But there are many other instances cer­ 
tainly where the prominence of the citizen 
and his services in his com m unity and his 
relation to the histoiy of his city were the 
chief reasons for sketching his career in 
the volume before us. 
The book is very 
handsomelv gotten up, weil printed anii 
finely bound, and is a credit to the com­ 
pilers and publishers. 
We scarcely know w in t to think of 
“Carrie's Letters to H er E m il,” published 
for the author by The Baneroft Com­ 
pany, 
San 
Francisco, 
They are the 
simple, often homely, letters of a girl who 
trusted in a man, sacrificed all for him , 
and alter loss of character became his 
wife, a result due to her pleading and his 
final sense of justice. 
W hile this is the 
sum of the story of the letters which dis­ 
closes loose moral ideas and conceptions 
that should condemn the book, the repara­ 
tion is the one commendable disclosure of 
the volum e. 
But still with all its laxity 
the book reveals in a wonderful way the 
devotion of woman to the object of her 
love. 
A second and revised edition of “A Code 
of Morals,” by John S. Hitteli, of San Fran­ 
cisco, has been issued by the Bancroft Com­ 
pany.

IMPROVEMENT. 


ENGINEER GBUNSKY VIEWS THE SIT­ 
UATION HOPEFULLY.

In the following communication Engi­ 
neer Grunsky takes a hopeful view of the 
prospects for the im provem ent of the Sac­ 
ram ento riv e r; but he also demonstrates 
that the reason Congress has made no suit­ 
able provision for it, is because the Gov­ 
ernm ent engineers in charge of the river 
have made no report that anything was 
needed, as it was their duty to do. It seems 
that the San Joaquin and other smaller 
streams were not thus overlooked: 
Eds. R ecord-U nion: From the tone of 
your editorial this morning, and that of the 
San Francisco Bulletin, as republished in 
your paper, I apprehend "that the result of 
the work of the committee recently sent to 
W ashington by the Executive Committee 
of the River Convention is being some­ 
w hat undervalued. 
The appropriations 
recommended for the Sacram ento river, to 
be sure, are very small—insignificant’ as 
compared to the im portance of the river ; 
but it is well known that the River and 
Harbor Committee cannot be expected to 
recommend appropriations not based di­ 
rectly upon estimates of the engineers in 
charge of the several rivers and harbors. 
The engineers’ estimates of money required 
lor the treatm ent of any river are very 
rarely exceeded by the am ount which the 
River and H arbor Committee recommends. 
Under the appropriations that will be 
made, the ordinary treatm ent of our river 
will be continued during the next year, 
and it is a question w hether a large ap­ 
propriation, unless expended under the 
direction of a special river commission 
with the view of commencing the perm a­ 
nent im provem ent of the Sacramento river 
and its tributaries, would have done any 
good. It could have been expended in re­ 
moving snags and in dredging, without 
bringing us a single step nearer perm anent 
relief. 
\\ hat is wanted is a plan of works, a 
comprehensive system of treatm ent, to be 
so clearly defined by competent authority 
that it will, beyond the question of doubt, 
lead to a successful solution of the naviga­ 
tion and drainage problems of this valley. 
This is the view which was indorsed by 
the Executive Committee of the River Con­ 
vention, and theirrepresentatives in W ash­ 
ington were instructed to insist, above all 
things, upon the appointment of a special 
river commission to devise the necessary 
system of treatm ent and plan of works. 
They were to ask for this commission 
even though no appropriation were placed 
at its im mediate disposal. 
If I read the telegrams from W ashington 
correctly, then they have succeeded in 
securing the appointm ent of 
a special 
Board cf Army Engineers for Sacramento 
river, and it is to be hoped that before an­ 
other year passes we will have secured a 
proper presentation in W ashington of the 
importance of our rivers and the necessity 
of commencing to work systematically 
upon them instead of at random and at 
cross-purposes, as has heretofore been done. 
The River Convention and its Executive 
Committee afford the means of rem aining 
in close communication with the Army 
Engineers who are placed iu charge of the 
exam ination, which we may now hope 
will soon be commenced, and this Con­ 
vention should, at th» proper time, be in a 
position to again send representatives to 
W ashington during the next session of 
Congress, to ask that there be no delay 
about m aking the large appropriations 
which we have every reason to expect will 
be recommended by the Board ot E ngin­ 
eers.

SUBSTANTIAL IMPROVEMENTS ABOUT 
TO BE MADE. 


M ore C o n v en ien ces for V isitors—T h e Law 
L ib rary O u tgrow in g Its P resen t 


A ccom m od ation s. 


A num ber of improvements are about to 
be made in the State Library, in accord­ 
ance with suggestions made by the newly- 
elected Librarian, Mr. Perkins, atad work 
has already been commenced. The room 
in which the medical books are kept has 
been carpeted, and hereafter files of all 
the newspapers received at the library 
will be kept in this room in cases with 
aisles between, affording easy access to any 
volume. The cases will not be more than 
three or four feet in hight, and the tops 
can be used as desks upon which to open 
the books when in use. 
In order that persons who visit the Li­ 
brary may not be disturbed while reading, 
the upper balcoDy will be neatly carpeted 
and narrow curtains hung along the rail­ 
ings. This latter im provem ent wiil be ap­ 
preciated by ladies who visit that portion 
of the library. Electric buttons are to be 
placed throughout the room for the pur­ 
pose of comm unication from one ib o r or 
departm ent to another, which will be a 
great convenience. 
Tne maps in the “ political” room, in ­ 
stead of being hung on the walls, will be 
rolled up in tin tubes and prooerlv labeled. 
Each alcove is also to be provided with a 
neat table and two comfortable chairs, and 
the chandeliers will be replaced with new 
globes. 
IV. S. Leake, the Deputy Librarian, states 
that before long they would be compelled 
to seek new space for the books which are 
constantly being received for the law li­ 
brary. 
Tub room is certainly m uch too 
sm all for even the num ber of books it now 
contains, and as it would be out of place to 
store other law volumes iu another room, 
Mr. Leake says the Librarian will appear 
before the Supreme Court when they are 
in session here next m onth, and endeavor 
to get permission from them to make the 
room which thev occupv while iu bank 
the law library. 
If the'Court consents to 
this, together with Secretary of State H en­ 
dricks, who is the custodian of the build- 
iug, Mr. Leake says thev- will make it one 
of the prettiest and best law libraries in the 
I nited States. 
Shelves could be neatlv 
arranged between the windows, and re"- 
volving book-cases m ight be placed on the 
floor, and in these stands would be kept 
the books more frequently called for. 
For the past week the Library has been 
kept open until 9 o'clock at night, and al 
though it was first thought that there 
would not be much use in so doing, Mr. 
H anlon, the deputy who has charge at 
that time, says there are alwavs from 
twenty to thirty visitors in the evening, 
and that on the night the Raymond A 
W hitcomb excursionists stopped over iu 
tins city most of them visited the Library. 
1,_ Leake slates that many persons are 
Mr. 
not aware of the fact that they are allowed 
to read any of the books in the Library. 
Some of them look at the volumes through 
the glass windows and then tim idly ask if 
they m ight be allowed to examine a cer­ 
tain one. There are enough clerks iu the 
Library to wait upon all who come, and 
visitors are entitled to the privilege of read­ 
ing any of the books.

They are made from every 
material known to man, from clay to 
crystal and gold. Of course, the wood 
Buddhas, as they are called, are the oldest 
and most unique. 
Good old Buddhas can 
be had from $15 to $35 Mexican. 
These 
are prices here. 
It is always the best way 
to figure that an article costing, say twenty 
Mexican here, will cost the purchaser $20 
gold landed in the United States. 
“I think Japan is the most beautiful 
country in the world. The people are 
quaint and picturesque; the flowers are 
marvelous, At present writing I see be­ 
fore me two plum trees about twenty-four 
inches high, in full bloom, each tree about 
ten years old. 
A few days ago we had a 
little snow, and it was a sight to see roses, 
geraniums, plum aud cherry blossoms, all 
in full bloom with snow on them. 
Next 
month we will have the camellias, which 
are now in bud. They are all out in the 
open air, and in April the large cherry 
trees, ranging in size from eight feet to 
forty, though many Japs assure me that 
there are cherry trees eighty feet high. 
I 
have never seen them, but it would not 
surprise me if it were true, as I firmly be­ 
lieve a Jap gardener can do most anything 
with trees and plants. 
I suppose young­ 
sters will come that way some time in the 
future. In August we have the lotus 
flowers. These also are worth traveling 
thousands of miles to see. October and 
.November the favorite flower, chrysanthe­ 
mum, for a month. This is the flower 
show of the year. 
“There is a little place called Dayozaka, 
near Tokio, where they have the chrysan­ 
themum shows, and they are, for all' the 
world, the same as old English fairs. Two 
criers at the door, clapping together two 
pieces of hard wood—this is to call atten­ 
tion to the show within—then you plank 
dojvn two cents aud get your ticket, which 
is a piece of wood about two inches wide, 
six inches long and half an inch thick; 
they are made this size so as to last a few 
years. 
I never tire visiting these quaint 
places. 
I have had several invitations to 
visit the 8hibiya (theater) at Tokio when 
the great Danturo acts. This man is called 
the Booth of Japan; his pay is $10,000 for 
twenty-one nights. 
“The costumes of the company are the 
most lovely things I ever saw ; they are 
beyond description. 
I really came out 
here to form another Japanese village, to 
gether with a Japanese opera company 
composed entirely of Japanese ladies and 
gentlemen, with brass and string band 
combined. I am sure of all except the 
opera part, although there are sixty grad­ 
uates from the Conservatory of Music (in 
our music), they cannot sing. 
My idea 
was to do ‘The Mikado’ with a Japanese 
company and proper costumes; not one of 
the companies at home every costumed 
the piece properly. 
“The brocades one sees out here are per­ 
fect dreams, particularly old priests’ robes. 
We have paid as high" as $lti0 for a full 
suit. If I had come out here ten or fifteen 
years ago, I could have attained the finest 
collection in the world for my little money 
. l-hat would have been worth half a million 


Tl*éré aré sévéi’*! ineri 
at 12“ moment, 
who came here twenty-five and thirty years 
ago who bought little ‘odds and ends’ from 
time to time at very small prices, and find 
now their collections to be worth from 
$150,000 to $300,000. 
Pieces of gold lac­ 
quer work that cost a mere trifle ten to 
twenty years ago are now worth hundreds 
of dollars each.”

“ Very well, then, if you can point me 
out one mother in the whole of Dickens’ 
novels, with any claim to education, who 
can be either admired or respected, I will 
own that I have wronged him. I am ready 
to admit that on the lower orders he is less 
severe.”

David Cdpperfield’s childish mother was 
exceedingly mortifying. George’s mother 
in “Bleak House” Í could not mention, as. 
although she is undoubtedly a fine old 
dame, she certainly has no claim to gentle 
breeding; while in support of my friend’s 
grievance there marshaled such "a ghastly 
troujie of knaves and tools—if so mascu­ 
line term as knave is admissible in these 
circumstances—that I was utterly discom­ 
fited. 
“ My memory is at fault,” I muttered to 
myself, “ I will go home and consult my 
Dickens." 
Pleading a headache I made my excuses, 
but as I was leaving the room my old 
friend called after me: 
“ If you have a headache don’t pursue 
this subject to night. I warn you you are 
going to search for a needle in a bottle of 
hay, only”—somewhat grimly—“ the nee­ 
dle is not there!” 
I locked myself in my study and set to 
work. 
At the end of two hours, wiser and 
much sadder, I paused, and gazed blankly 
around at a formidable heap of volumes. I 
had selected the books haphazard, and had 
made a pencil note on each, with this re­ 
sult :

T h e C ost o f R o y a lty . 
Royalty may be a very tine thing, but it 
comes high. There is a little book pub­ 
lished every year in London, and known 
as “Whitaker’s Almanac,” which gives 
some interesting information concerning 
the cost of royalty in England. 
Counting 
the pound sterling as $5, the sums granted 
to the royal family last year were as fol­ 
lows: The Queen’s salary, $1,925,000; rev­ 
enues of the Queen as Duchess of Lancas­ 
ter, $250,000; allowance to the Prince of 
tt ales, $200,000; revenues of the Prince as 
Puke of Cornwall, $310,000; allowance to 
the Princess of Wales, $50,000; allowance 
to the children of the Prince of Wales, 
S1S0,000; allowance to other children of 
the Queen, $470,000; royal pensions not 
enumerated, $127,000, making a total of 
$3,312,200 tor the royal family proper. The 
collateral brandies have to be provided for, 
and thus it is that numerous petty princes 
have large salaries and nothin» to do. 
Besides all of these her Majesty has 
what is called the royal household, com­ 
posed in part of Dukes. Earls and Mar­ 
quises, who get big pay for going on parade 
occasionally, and the salaries of some of 
whom are much less than their perquisites. 
It should be mentioned that if by chance 
any work should fall to these people it is 
done by proxy and paid for by the Gov- 
ernmen*. 
For instance, the master of the 
Queen's horse gets $12,500 a year. 
He 
has a nice easy job, for he does nothing 
and has numerous assistants. 
He has a 
crown equerry at $4,000 a year, seven 
equerries in ordinary who get from $2,500 
to $3,000 each, and extra equerries and 
equerries honorary. 
Besides, he is pro­ 
vided with a superintendent of the royal 
mews, a clerk, storekeeper, two veterinary 
surgeons, a state coachman and an ac­ 
countant. 
It appears that a few grooms 
do the real work. 
The Grand Almoner gets $15,000 a year 
for distributing coronation medals on the 
day a sovereign is crowned, and he is “as­ 
sisted” by a Lord High Almoner, The 
Master of the Buck Hounds gets $7,500 a 
year, but there hasn’t been a royal stag 
hunt for several centuries. 
Likewise a 
royal hawk is a thing of the dim past, bat 
the Grand Falconer gets $4,875 a year, 
and he probably grumbles because he has 
no assistant. 
It is out of the question to 
mention one-half of these sinecures, to say 
nothing of those outside of the royal 
household. There are 22 Dukes, 20 Mar­ 
quises, 115 Earls, 27 Viscounts and 282 
Barons who must be supported. 
Yes, roy­ 
alty is a very fine thing for those who hold 
the sinecures, but it is bad for the middle 
classes, who pay the taxes. 
It is not sur­ 
prising that republics are gaining in popu­ 
larity.

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FARM AMD ORCHARD. 


THINGS THAT FARMERS SHOULD GIVE 
SERIOUS THOUGHT. 


U ses o f A lfa lfa —V a lu e o f D u ck s—P ig s on

Having recently received a number of 
letters and inquiries in regard to alfalfa, ] 
am now going to answer some of tne nu 
merous questions asked|me, writes a Gar­ 
den City (Kan.) correspondent of the 
Practical Farmer. 
How much seed does alfalfa make per 
acre? 
How much hay per acre? How 
much can you sell 
the seed for per 
bushel ? 
Is alfalfa good feed for hogs ? 
Is 
it a good bee plant ? Well, in answer to 
these questions or queries I have to say 
Alfalfa makes from five to ten bushels per 
acre, which is worth $4 per byshel, and 
makes the farmer from §20 to §40 per acre 
for seed crop, and we cut it three times a 
year—once for seed and twice for hay. It 
makes from three to six tons of good hay 
per acre, which is worth in Garden City 
§4 to §5 per ton, and can be handled as 
cheaply as any other kind of hay. 
For 
hog feed alfalfa cannot be beaten." Hogs 
never die of cholera that are fed on al­ 
falfa; they will fatten on it in spring and 
summer and keep in good condition in 
winter on the hay. 
Alfalfa for winter 
feeding to hogs should be cut before it 
blooms and put up in good condition. 
I 
know of a number of hogs in .Finney 
county that have never seen an ear of 
corn, and they now look as well as any 
stock hogs 1 ever owned in the East, 
when we fed them on corn the year 
around. 
Bees would certainly do well in a field 
of alfalfa, as there is a very heavy bloom 
and it is very fragrant and richly honey­ 
laden, and blooms from May 1st to No­ 
vember 1st. 
Alfalfa, like the orange tree, 
blooms continuously if allowed to grow 
without cutting, there being rine seed, 
green and bloom on the same stalk, and all 
simultaneously. 
We fatten n great num­ 
ber of steers iu this county during the 
winter on alfalfa hay and sell them direct 
to the butchers and shippers at good 
prices, they preferring alfalfa to corn-fed 
cattle—the meat being much more juicy 
and sweet. 
I have ninety head of milk 
cows, which have been fed on alfalfa hay 
since November 30th, and they are all fat 
and sleek and look more like our corn-fed 
beef steers of Ohio and Missouri than 
stock cattle. 
The writer dehorned one head of cattle 
last fall, and I can say that I am very 
much pleased with my experiment and 
experience, and will never keep cattle over 
the winter without dehorning them, as I 
can now put 100 head in the same space 
that I once could only put twenty head. 
In regard to alfalfa as a milk producer, I 
would say that it will produce a better 
flow of milk than any feed that can be 
given to cows. 
I have tried chopped feed, 
timothv and clover, but alfalfa excels them 
all. 
When do you sow alfalfa? There is 
quite a difference of opinion on that ques­ 
tion, but I would say, sow it any time from 
March 1st to September 1st; quite a num­ 
ber of our farmers have sown it September 
1st with good results. 
Thoroughly prepare your soil, and put 
your seed in the ground and not on top, 
and I will insure and guarantee you suc­ 
cess. Seed but two inches in the ground 
will make six inches of root before the top 
comes up, which insures it against drouth. 
May 15th, of 1889, I sowed twenty acres 
to alfalfa, which was at that time covered 
with a growth of oats twelve inches high. 
I used a press drill with corn-planter run­ 
ners, sowing twenty pounds per acre. 
We 
’cut oil'a good crop of oats, and when I was 
last on the farm last September the alfalfa 
was ten inches high and looking well. Can 
alfalfa be plowed up? Yes, if you have 
three extra good horses and a good sharp 
plow. The roots are long and thick, and 
they grow from six to eight feet and are 
as large as a fork handle at or near the top 
of the ground. 
I saw a small piece of alfalfa ground 
which had been plowed up last fall to be 
used as a garden; it had been in alfalfa 
two years. 
It reminded me much of a 
sweet potato patch in Western Kansas. 
The whole earth seemed to be covered 
with roots. 
But when you get a stand 
you will not want to plow it up no more 
than you would want to go into your corn 
field and plow it up. Alfalfa does not 
freeze out as red clover does in the East 
There was §60,000 worth of alfalfa seed 
grown in Finney county this year. 


PIUS OX THE FARM. 
At all the experimental farms the pig 
has l>een made the subject and many valu­ 
able facts have been brought to light. 
Professor Cooke, who has given the matter 
of feeding pigs his attention during the 
past year, claims that by a proper system 
of feeding, and selling at an early age, 
“two sets of pigs can be produced in 
twelve months," and that a larger profit 
can be realized than in attempting to 
make swine pay by growing them to heavy 
weights and caring for them until they 
area year and a half old. 
As the most essential thing in the early 
stages is growth, that object should ike 
kept in view only, no attempt to be made to 
fatten the pig. 
In fact, fat at the early 
stage is more detrimental than beneficial. 
The frame must be made upon which to 
place the meat, but the use of grain can 
be made profitable, as a certain proportion 
of the heat-producing elements are also 
essential. The food may be varied, eon- 
si'ting of skim-milk, vegetables, gras.- and 
grain, the pig being well supplied with 
fo-'d from which a supply of the elements 
for growth predominate. 
In other words, 
the pig must not l>e fed exclusively on 
grain or food that will have a tendency to 
put him in a very fat condition. 
A frac­ 
tion over one pound a day should be the 
gain in weight, the pig to be sold as soon 
as it reaches the weight of ISO pounds, or 
when about six months old. 
The market requires hogs weighing not 
over 180 pounds, and it is cheaper to pro­ 
duce such a hog than a larger one, as the 
ratio of gain in proportion to focal con­ 
sumed is greater in a young animal than 
with one fully matured. Grain fed to 
voung hogs gives a profit, but it is fed at a 
loss when the animals exceed 2(h) pounds 
in weight, and it is claimed that if the pig 
is sold at an early age the price of 54 
cents a pound, dressed weight, will give a 
profit. Sell the pig as soon as it reaches 
the weight of 180 pounds, and keep it no 
longer than the time when the ratio of 
sain keeps pace with the proportionate 
amount of food consumed. 
By selling at 
the age of six mouths, two pigs can lie 
raised where one is kept, and the single 
hog, to equal the two-six-months-old pigs 
iu total weight, if kept twelve months, 
must weigh 360 pounds, the cost of which 
will be much greater than to produce two 
pigs weighing 160 pounds each iu the same 
period of time, while a higher price per 
pound will be obtained for the smaller 
pigs. The fertilizing value of the food 
consumed is estimated to be nearlv one- 
lialf the value of the j>ork.—Philadelphia 
Record. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
John M. W ise ot Freeport, 111., writing 
to the Prairie Farmer, says: To secure 
«the best results in breeding, mate the 
cocks with pullets and the cockerels with 
hens—five to twelve females to one male 
bird. 
Ducks can be raised with profit 
without running water. The idea pre­ 
vails largely that it is not possible, but it 
is a mistaken one. 
Give them plenty of 
•water to drink and enough to take an 
occasional bath and thev will 
thrive 


nicely. A good plan is to sink a box six 
inches or a foot aeep into the ground and 
fill with water so they can jump in and 
swim. The box can be easily cleaned out 
with a scoop-shovel. We have tried this 
and like it very much. Another wrong 
idea some people have in regard to ducks 
is that they eat too* much. This is an­ 
other mistake. 
You ought not to feed 
your breeding ducks any more than you 
clo your Jsreeding hens, especially if they 
run at large. 
Ducks are easily raised and 
very free from disease—are less trouble 
than hens and the best strains are splendid 
layers. Farmers and others ought to give 
them more attention. They deserve it. 
Cinders make nice walks around poultry 
yards, and when they can be had easily, it 
will pay to have a load or so around the 
coops. 
Fowls like to stand along the 
south or east side of their house in the 
sun and enjoy its warmth, and it is better 
for them to stand on cinders than on wet 
ground. 
Let the grain larm have more poultry 
upon it. The fowls can be yarded when 
there is any danger of their harming the 
crops, and they can be turned out to rove 
over the fields at other times and glean up 
the waste grain, insects, etc. 
By keeping 
more ixmltry, farms could be made more 
profitable, especiallv small farms of eighty 
acres or less. Grain is a greater part of 
the time very low in price. 
Eggs bring a 
good price the year round. Instead of sell­ 
ing all the grain, feed it to the fowls and 
sell the eggs. It will pay. 


HORSE RADDISH. 
The horse raddish is a native of tne 
marshy districts of Great Britain, whence 
it was introduced into our gardens many 
years ago. 
In several parts of the United 
States, it has escaped from culture into 
moist meadows and along ditches and 
streams, iu which places it seems fully as 
much at home as in its native country. As 
a condiment, the horse raddish is iu very 
general use. 
It is considered stimulating 
to the digestive organs. 
It is not so ex­ 
tensively grown or used in California, as 
in the vicinity of New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia. 
Its culture is very easy. 
The soil, in a moist place, is prepared as 
for ordinary crops. 
Holes are made with 
a dibble, and small roots, from four to six 
inches long, are dropped in and the hole is 
closed by a second insertion of the dibble. 
In a few months a grassv top will have 
formed and the roots will be of sufficient 
size to market. 
For home gardens the 
crowns cut from the roots can be planted, 
if there are no small roots a t liana. 


CORX FOR PIOS. 
The trouble with corn for pigs is that ow­ 
ing to its concentration and fattening mate­ 
rial hogs, especially when young, are unable 
to properly digest it. 
The common ideas 
that pigs will eat anything and digest any­ 
thing are much in need of revision. The 
pig is dainty about what he eats, especially 
when young. 
If he has a run at pasture 
in clover or in the orchard during sum­ 
mer, with plenty of milk, he will get 
enough bulk with his food so that even 
corn will not hurt him. Still, even for 
this use, some other grain, with more of 
husk, like oats or barley, is better than 
corn. 
Corn meal is even worse for young > 
pigs than whole grain, as the labor of ’ 
mastication compels them to eat it more 
slowly, and also to mix saliva with it on 
its passage to the stomach. 
Pigs are not 
ruminants, and therefore have not the 
ability that cattle and sheep have to re­ 
call from their stomachs for further masti­ 
cation.— American Cultivator. 


PLANTING PEAS. 
Peas are more hardy than any other 
garden vegetable, and a slight frost will 
not injure them. 
But they may l>e sown 
too early, for all that. 
The condition of 
soil and air at the time seed is put in the 
ground has apparently more influence 
thau heat or cola afterwards. 
In some ex­ 
periments reported a year ago it was 
found that the peas planted during a 
warm day, and followed by warm weather, 
for twenty-four or forty-eight hours after, 
grew, blossomed and bore fruit ready for 
picking earlier than peas planted on like 
soil a week earlier, when both air and soil 
were too cold for germination. 
A quick 
start in growth, even with so hardy a 
vegetable as the pea, counts for much, and 
is even more important for vegetables like 
corn and beans, that only grow in a 
warmer temperature. 


CARE OF SEEDS. 
Seeds that have been kept well through 
winter by the farmers should be as good as 
those obtained at the seed-houses, if they 
were perfect seeds when gathered. In case 
of large seeds there is little difficulty in 
maturing, gathering and keeping almost 
perfect seeds, and with proper surround­ 
ings their germination after planting is 
almost assured. 
It is understood that the 
apparently dry, lifeless body, which we 
call a seed, will begin to take up moisture 
from the soil soon after being sown. 
If 
the proper amount of moisture is not sup­ 
plied germination will not take place. For 
this reason it is necessary to keep the seeds 
dry and free from all atmospheric moist­ 
ure until they are > ready for planting. 
Most seeds will then keen a year or two 
and not lose their vitality. 


FARM NOTES. 
Bohemian oats possess no merit over 
other kinds, and farmers should be cau­ 
tious before paying extra prices for such 
seed. 
When a hog loses appetite It may be 
that all he requires is a lump of charcoal. 
Charcoal should always be kept where the 
hogs can eat it at will. 
Unless grapes are trimmed without de­ 
lay it may do them injury to cut them 
back later on. 
All varieties of grajie vines 
shonld be trimmed early. 
Alternate freezing and thawing throws 
the plauts up. The roller should be used 
over the field when the ground is dry 
enough to permit of so doing. 
When a farmer once raises «mall fruits 
for himself and family he will never be 
without them again if he can help it. 
There are both enjoyment and health in 
small fruits. 
The use of a pure bred sire in any kind 
of stock is the easiest way to improve a 
herd or flock, and is the surest method any 
farmer can adopt to get his business onto a 
paying basis. 
New novelties in plants are often old 
varieties renamed, and the “novelty" dies 
out after the first season, unless it is some­ 
thing su)>erior to anything of its kind al­ 
ready in use. 
Give the currants plenty of room, good 
attention and keep the worms otf with 
white hellebore. The currant is altout all 
the fruit some farms have, and it deserves 
good attention. 
Strictly choice cattle are not in excessof 
the demand at any time. 
There is always 
an extra price ready for an extra choice 
article, and this applies to everything that 
may be produced. 
When planting corn bear in .mind that 
the variety known to be well adapted to 
your soil and climate is better than any 
new variety until you give thenew variety 
a trial on a small plot. 
A few peach trees, planted every spring, 
for family use, will provide a constant 
supply each season, the younger trees 
coming into bearing a« the old ones die 
out. A dozen trees require but little 
labor. 
Dig up the ground, add manure and 
then work the manure well into the soil. 
When raked down fine set out pansy 
plants, about a foot apart each way, and 
you will have a beautiful bed of them be­ 
fore the season is over. 
A French scientist states that bis ex­ 
periments show the colors of growing 
plants to indicate the presonce of complete 
plant food. 
When the soil is lacking in 
nitrogen and the mineral elemeuts the 
color of the leaves of the plants are yellow. 
Light-green color shows a deficiency of 
some particular substance, and deep-green 


indicates that the plants are particularly 
supplied with nitrogen, lime, potash and 
phosphoric acid. 
Unless a collie dog is well trained he 
should not be used for driving cattle or 
sheep. 
A dog that does not thoroughly 
understand his duty will keep the ani­ 
mals in perpetual fear. Cows giving milk 
are quicklv affected by excitement of auv 
kind. 
' 
Wood ashes are excellent on all kinds 
of vegetables. The stalks and leaves of 
potatoes abound largely in potash, as do 
also the leaves of beets. Though ashes 
contain no nitrogen, they supply not only 
potash, but lime and a proportion of phos­ 
phoric acid. 
W hile aiming to produce good butter, 
do not forget that one of the most im­ 
portant essentials is the purity of the 
salt. Butter may be injured by salt, and 
as no mineral is more difficult to rid of 
impurities than salt, extra care should be 
exercised in securing the best to be ob­ 
tained. 
It is shown by experiment that animals 
affected by tuberculosis are in a condition 
to communicate disease to other stock, and 
that when slaughtered and used as beef 
endanger the health of those who consume 
the meat, one scientist claiming that con­ 
sumption may be communicated in such 
manner. 
A correspondent of the Pittsburg Stock­ 
man gives au important remedy for hog 
cholera, if he is not mistaken in the dis­ 
ease. 
Finding several hogs dead, and 
others dying, he administered kerosene 
and milk, the result being a complete re­ 
covery of the sick animals, with no further 
spread of the disease. 
The cures were im­ 
mediate. 
An excellent mode of growing early to­ 
matoes, egg plauts, etc., is to scoop out a 
potato or turnip and fill the hollow with 
rich earth. 
Have only one plant to each 
potato. AVhen the plant is of the de­ 
sired size plant the potato (earth and 
young 
plant), and no check will 
be 
given the' growth, as the decay of the 
potato will assist in providing food for the 
plant. 
Where turnips can be bad they 
should be preferred to potatoes. 
Egg 
shells have also been used for the same 
purpose with success.

Mr. KriebeL the gifted critic of the 
New York Tribune, appears to be fairly 
familiar with 
the “anonymous protest” 
and the item marked with “the blue pen­ 
cil." 
He confesses: 
Only men concerned actively in news­ 
paper work know what a coign of vantage 
for the study of human nature they pos­ 
sess in the privilege of reading the letters 
of advice, reproof, instruction and approval 
sent to the editor. The advantage is but 
feebly shadowed forth in the communica­ 
tions which are printed, for these are let­ 
ters that have been vouched for by genuine 
signatures, and the most interesting let­ 
ters which come to newspaper offices are 
anonymous. W hat a pitiful opinion of 
humanity one might construct out of these 
letters! 
How mean a conception do many 
of them convey of the intelligence and 
honesty of the persons whom they gra­ 
tuitously criticise! And how shallow a 
view do they take of the obligations and 
responsibilities of writers for the public 
press, especially writers who deal with 
artistic subjects. A favorable mention of 
Herr Yogi's splendid performance in "Die 
Goetterdaeuimerung,” calls out two written 
pages of abuse from an anonymous indi­ 
vidual who forgets to say whether or not 
lie was present at the opera-house on the 
occasion in question, but tells of disap­ 
pointments experienced in Eayreuth.

concerning

performance of

petted 
tenor 
iu connection with 
a 
vast 
deal 
of 
praise 
for 
the 
things which he did well, and immedi­ 
ately a feminine chorus of protest is raised 
like that which the Yalkyrior din into the 
ears of Wotan. The reviewer finds it im­ 
possible to agree with Mr. Damroseh in his 
conception of what appears upon the 
printed page of Beethoven, or in his 
opinion of himself, as exhibited by his 
attitude 
toward 
masterpieces 
of 
the 
classics, and promptly dozens of fair fingers 
are soiled with ink in an endeavor to con­ 
vince the unhappy reviewer that Mr. 
Damroseh is the only conductor in the 
United 
States 
whose 
transcendental 
genius lifts him above criticism. That 
Mr. Seidl, Mr. Thomas and Dr. Yon Beu- 
low have lieen argued with because of 
their efforts to improve upon the plain in­ 
tentions of the composer, as published by 
the printed page, the manuscript of the 
composer, and the unbroken custom of 
years, is of not the slightest moment to 
these fair advocates, who estop all contro­ 
versy in true feminine fashion, by saying 
(as one says, whose letter is before us)," “It 
is generally conceded, of course, that Mr. 
Walter Damroseh knows as much about 
music as auyone in the city.” 
There you 
are. 
After that, what is a reviewer, con­ 
cerning whom nothing is “generally con­ 
ceded, of course,” to do, except to bow to 
the chastisement and regret that the old 
custom of flagellatory penance is fallen 
into disuse ? 
Generally the ground of complaint 
against the newspaper reviewer is too 
much attention of an unflattering kiud, 
but sometimes it happens that persons and 
organizations are grieved because they are 
not criticised. 
In the majority of cases of 
this kind a failure to appreciate the atti­ 
tude which a reviewer ought to bear 
toward the public is responsible for what 
seems to the persou or organization mali­ 
cious neglect. There are in New York a 
great many societies and clubs that give 
concerts of a private nature. Their doors 
are not thrown open to the general public, 
but only to subscribing members. Their 
entertainments are adapted to the tastes of 
their members. A few of these organiza­ 
tions maintain their distinctive character 
bv keeping entirely out of the public eye 
and away from the public ear. The Meu- 
delsshon Club, for instance, concerning the 
superlative excellence of whose artistic 
work there can be but one opinion, never 
obtrudes itself upon public notice. Others 
invite public criticism by requesting the 
attendance of newspaper reviewers on 
their concerts. W hat is the standard of 
judgment that ought to be applied in cases 
of this kind? The entertainment is a 
private one, gotten up to humor the taste 
and wishes of the comparatively few who 
pay for it, and the social pleasures which 
it brings. 
The taste and wishes of those 
few may not be sueli as to conduce to the 
cultivation of good art: but is that the 
concern of the public ? 
Throw open the 
doors and invite public support and it be­ 
comes, to some extent, a public question. 
Close the doors and announce that the 
distinctive feature of the club’s mission is 
to exact evening dress of the audience, 
and to sing to the liking of those who 
contribute the funds, and there is no com­ 
mon meeting-ground for the newspaper 
reviewer and the club.

CONTEST OF TELEGRAPHY. 
The Crack Senders of New York to Com­ 
pete for a Prize. 
[From the New York Sun.] 
I see that the two great patrons of teleg­ 
raphy, W alter P. Phillips and Fred. Cat- 
liu, are arranging for a tournament in 
which the best known fast-sending opera­ 
tors in the country are to compete. Mr. 
Phillips was a famous operator just after 
the war. He is now at the head of the 
United Press. Mr. Catlin is a very fast 
sender himself, and is one of the chiefs of 
the W estern Union Company. All the 
crack local senders, such as John Koloson, 
Frank Kihm. James Bradt, John G. Me- 
Closkev, W illiam Gibson and Charles W. 
M inier have already entered the lists. An 
effort will probably be made to have the 
swiftest of the women operators go into 
the contest. The tournament will l/e held 
in the W estern Union building, and there 
is a good deal of speculation among the 
3,000 or 4,000 operators in the city as to 
the result. Koloson won the first prize in 
the last tournament three years ago, mak­ 
ing a record which has never since been 
equaled—fifty words a minute for ten con­ 
secutive minutes. Years ago when Gen­ 
eral Eckert, “Boh” M artin and Mr. P hil­ 
lips were the “crackajacks,” they told 
great stories of fast sending. M artin, the 
only one of the trio who has held his 
“grip” went into the last tournament, hut 
though he made a good showing, he could 
not hold the pace the young fellows set 
him. Koloson is the favorite for the com­ 
ing contest. 
Probably the best sender that ever 
touched a key was W illiam J. Curtis. I 
have known men to stand for hours over an 
instrument that was carrying his sending. 
Perfect sending is as sweet music to a man 
who loves telegraphy as the strains of a 
standard opera, and Curtis is to this day 
extolled by the men who worked with 
him as the ideal operator. I see him on 
Broadway occasionally. He gave up tel­ 
egraphing some time ago, and is now 
quite prosperous. But tiie fast senders 
are not the men who are the most desir­ 
able operators. The man who can re­ 
ceive the fast sending is the one who 
gets the credit. The operator who has 
both accomplishments and is intelligent 
can always get employment with one of 
the great press associations at a salary 
from 20 to 30 per cent, above what lie 
would receive from a telegraph companv. 
Though women have become quite a factor 
in the telegraph world, few have ever 
attained prominence. Of the thousand 
in the city to-day, not twenty-five would 
be rated first-class. They learn more 
quickly than do boys or men, hut they 
seem to lack the two great requisites for 
full development—high nervous energy 
and strong will power. 
No P rin s. 
From an article on “Suggestions for the 
Next World’s Fair,” by George Berger. 
Director-General of the Paris Exhibition, 
we quote the followiug : “The question of 
recompenses calls for considerable simplifi­ 
cation of the practice in former exhibi­ 
tions. It is my deliberate opinion that 
there should l/e no more international ju ­ 
ries to judge the products on exhibition 
and to award prizes. A’ out all exhibitors 
of standing have airead} received premi­ 
ums at one or other of the many universal 
exhibitions which have followed one an­ 
other during the past forty years. The 
fear of not securing awards equal or supe­ 
rior to past successes, or of failing to l/e 
ranked, as beyond competition owing to 
service as members of the jury, would 
have the efiect of keeping away many pro­ 
ducers without whose presence the United 
States exhibition would fall short of the 
brilliancy and the interest which ought by 
good right to characterize it. It is my 
judgment that the juries of admission to 
the exhibition, in the United States and 
all other countries taking part, should he 
so organized as to assure their action at 
once with great strictness and with perfect 
im partiality. _ 
The principle must then be established 
that the admission itself to exhibit is in 
the very beginning a recompense, or at 
least an acknowledgment of merit, to the 
exhibitor, who will afterward receive fur­ 
ther recompense in the appreciation of his 
products by the public, as well as in the 
business which will accrue, and the orders 
that will come to him. I may add that 
the terms of the general report of the ex­ 
hibition, which might he drawn up by an 
international committee of men represent­ 
ing all specialties and taking the ¡dace of 
former juries, will place in their proper 
light any industrial or artistic excellences 
to which the admiration of the public, 
founded, as it is, often on mere appear­ 
ances, may not have rendered full justice. 
It is not practicable that future exhibitions 
should offer to manufacturers, artists, agri­ 
culturists, anything more than an oppor­ 
tunity to bring forward their wofks for 
comparison with those of their fellows in 
foreign lands— a comparison platonic, in­ 
deed, in theory, hut in practice full of in­ 
struction, of warnipg aud of revelation. I 
cannot urge the American Commissioners 
too strongly to weigh carefully my opinion 
in this, shafted as it is by experience. I 
advise, however, that a diploma of ad­ 
mission and a commemorative medal l/e 
awarded to everv exhibitor.”

STANFORD'S PLAN OF GOVERNMENT 
ASSISTANCE EXPLAINED. 


It W ill Not Interfere W ith the Banks 
and M oney-Lenders, But Indirecly 
Benefit Them . 


From the San Francisco Examiner, April 17th.] 
I 
To the Editor of the Examiner—S ir: 
I 
desire to answer some objections made to 
Senator Stanford's plan of Government 
loans on farm property at a rate of interest 
as low as 2 per cent or less. 
It is said it will injure the banks and 
money-lenders. This does not necessarily 
follow. It is not proposed by this pian to 
loan money on commercial paper or on 
business ventures. Ail the vast transac­ 
tions on the Produce Exchanges. Stock 
Exchanges and Boards of Trade will not 
be affected by this scheme, except that the 
business of these exchanges will be in­ 
creased by the increased productions of the 
country and the large activity it will create 
in all sorts of enterprises. W hat good 
bankers want are short loans and plenty of 
business. W hen the country is prosperous 
the bankers as well as the merchants share 
in that prosperity. Nine-tenths of the 
rnonev loaued in this country is not on 
land, but on commercial paper, overdrafts 
and credits, which the Stanford scheme 
does not interfere with in the least. The 
Government loans money to the National 
banks on its own bonds, and also on silver. 
W hy not on laud, the best security of all? 
But some say this scheme will make 
money too plenufui. There has never been 
too much good money, especially if it be 
kept active. There is a great deal of money 
now locked up in certain places that is of 
no use to anybody. Take the United States 
Sub-Treasury in this city. It has had in 
vaults for years an average of $00,000,000 in 
coin and currency, which might as well be 
in the bottom of the sea as to lie idle 
where it is. In the Washington, New Y'ork, 
Chicago and other Government deposi­ 
tories the amount of money piied up is 
astounding. It runs into the hundreds of 
millions, yet the greatest stringency has 
prevailed in the money markets of the 
country for months at a time in recent 
yearn. The Government had an ocean of 
unemployed niGnev, but not a dollar could 
be used to relieve the stringency. Onlv this 
last winter money was in brisk’ demand in 
New York at from 15 to 30 per cent, inter­ 
est for weeks, causing widespread evil and 
demoralization of business. 
The vast 
amount of money the Government has on 
hand ought to be utilized in some wav to 
save the country from panics, high rates of 
interest and financial disasters. Eliminate 
the farmers as borrowers from banks and 
private capitalists, and there would be 
ample funds to do business without fric­ 
tion or disturbance. The Government itself 
should loan money to the farmers on their 
iand. It can do it at a lower rate of inter­ 
est than anybody else, and what benefits 
the farmer benefits the Government. 
THE GOVERNMENTS MAINSTAY. 
The private money-loaner on land has 
no concern about it, except to get back the 
principal and interest, with a chance to buy 
the laud cheap if the owner cannot pay. 
It anything, the man who holds a m ort­ 
gage on another man s land prefers that the 
borrower shali not prosper. But the Gov­ 
ernm ent has every interest in the farmer’s 
prosperity, for in the end the producing 
classes pay all the taxes. 
Let fortunes bubble, rise and fall, 
Who sows a field or plants a tree 
Is worth them all. 
If the Government depended on the mid­ 
dle men and the traders for support, it 
wouldn’t live a year. It is the men who 
till the soil who support the Government. 
Now. whether ibat support shall be strong 
or weak frequently depends on the rate of 
interest the tarmer has to pay when he is 
compelled to borrow. The country banks 
in this State usually charge 10 per cent, for 
the money they loan to farmers. This 
means that the profits of incumbered farms 
go largely to the banks, and not to the 
hard working agriculturist. If the farmer 
could get money for 1 or 2 per cent, interest, 
what a diilerence it would make to him! 
Money at 10 per cent, means poverty; at 2 
per cent, it means plenty and prosperity. 
And when the farmer is prosperous the 
country merchant does a better business, 
and is better paid; the shoemaker has more 
shoes to m ake; the tailor has orders for 
more good clothes ; the manufacturer has 
more purchasers for his wares ; good times 
prevail in the rural districts, and this in 
turn benefits the city and makes business 
active all over the country. It is claimed 
that ihe Stanford plan for Government 
loans will bring about these desired results 
and do more to advance the industrial and 
financial interests of this nation than any 
legislation we have ever had. 
But some doubts have been expressed 
about the stability of paper money issued 
to so many mortgaged farmers. Over-pru­ 
dent capitalists have stated that it would 
expand our currency and depreciate its 
vaiue. That great gift to American states­ 
m anship—Henry Clay—said: "Anything 
the Government will receive in payment 
for public dues is money, and good money, 
no matter what its form may be.” No ex­ 
pansion based on fixed values ever hurls 
anybody. More bankruptcy, more misery 
has been produced by unnecessary contrac­ 
tions of our currency—tenfold more—than 
from any other cause. In 1873 silver was 
stricken down and demonetized, and about 
the same time there was also another large 
contraction of tne currency by the with­ 
drawal of many millions" of "greenbacks. 
W hat followed is known full well. The 
country was in the throes of a financial 
panic as soon as the contraction was com­ 
pleted. In the words of Mr. Bland, “Banks 
all over the United States, with few excep­ 
tions, closed their doors against their cus­ 
tomers and the public. A ou could not get 
your own money, nor could you borrow. 
Confidence haa fled. Disaster and ruin 
were written in the faces of the people 
everywhere. Money could not be had. 
Those who were so unfortunate as to have 
debts to pay had no recourse but the bank­ 
ruptcy Courts. Their dockets were crowded 
with litigants. There were in name Courts 
of bankruptcy, but in fact they were Courts 
of confiscation, where the property of debt­ 
ors was taken and turned over to creditors 
without consideration." 
A PICTURE OF DEPRESSION. 
Such is the picture drawn by the author 
of the Bland silver dollar of the awful 
panic of 1873. It prostrated the Eastern 
Stares for years afterward, aud it was 
caused entirely by contraction and a false 
idea of finance. Just as the old school of 
doctors thought that people should be 
bled frequently, so the antiquated financial 
doctors think that a huge contiaction 
should be forced occasionally, even if the 
greatest destruction of values and wide­ 
spread failures in business are caused by 
it. Under the Siaaford plan there will be 
no forced contraction. The Government 
will receive back the money it loans to 
farmers when it is handy ana convenient 
to pay it. There will be no foreclosures. 
W hen the farmer has sold good crops at 
fair prices and has no further use for the 
money he will return it and lift the Gov­ 
ernment mortgage from bis farm. This 
will be a healthy and perfectly natural 
contraction and can harm no one. It is 
the forced return of loans that devours 
farms. 
To the objection that farmers would not

pay back the Government loan on their 
land I answer that no man is willing to 
pay even 1 per cent, for money he has no 
use for. W hen the farmer is prosperous 
he naturally desires to pay all his debts 
and be free from every incumbrance. If 
instead of paying their debts to the Gov­ 
ernm ent a tew should turn speculators and 
try and re-loan the money at higher rates 
of*interest, that would be attended by risks 
conservative farmers would not care to 
take. They certainly could not loan on 
landed security at an advanced rate when 
the Government stands ready to loan a: a 
less rate. 
But, says one, a farmer might get his 
land assessed at a high figure for the pur­ 
pose of borrowing on it more than the 
land is worth. This would be impossible. 
Such an attempt would be tne talk of the 
neighborhood and defeat itself. Besides, 
the Government rules end regulations for 
loaning money on land would probably re­ 
quire the loans to be made on past valua­ 
tions of the Assessors and not future oues. 
To say that many farmers could or would 
swindle the Government by palming off 
imperfect titles, approved by Federal offi­ 
cials, is to impeach society end the Gov­ 
ernment itself. More than $3,000,000,000 
has been collected by the Government in 
the last twenty-five years through its Cus­ 
tom-houses aud Internal Revenue Depart­ 
m ent by thousands of officials, without a 
loss of one-half of 1 per cent, to the Gov­ 
ernment. Eostoffice sites aud other real 
estate Lave been purchased for the Govern­ 
ment in almost every city and in every 
State without the loss ot á penny ; every 
title has been good. The Government al­ 
ways employs competent lawyers to ex­ 
amine titles. 
NO POLITICS IN IT. 
Among other virtues in the Stanford plan 
is the shining one that it has no politics 111 
it. As many Democrats support it as Re­ 
publicans, and the partisan press of the 
whole country is about equally divided in 
support or opposition to this growing meas­ 
ure. 
The idea of any one drawing a 
parallel between the redeemable paper 
money of the United States aud the depre­ 
ciated money of the late Southern Con­ 
federacy. to show the imaginary danger of 
too much currency, is absurd. The South­ 
ern Confederacy had no property, but little 
credit, and was nowhere recognized as a 
nation, while the United States Govern­ 
ment has untold wealth, in public property 
and lands and money, and is second to no 
other nation in exalted credit. That a few 
small countries have not been eminently 
successful in issuing currency through na­ 
tional banks, on iand, proves nothing. 
Tney were small countries, inhabited by 
ignorant, unenterprising people who had 
few resources, while the United States is 
exactly the reverse. More than this, the 
scheme I am discussing will not use the 
banks at all, but the Government will 
issue its own good money directly to the 
people, who have the approved landed se­ 
curity to offer for it. 
A few persons who do not know Gov­ 
ernor Stanford very well have intimated 
that his now famous financial scheme 
would in some special way be of advantage 
to the railroads in which he is a stock­ 
holder. 
This is an error. 
His property 
would be benefited only as the whole 
country would be benefited by the enact­ 
ment of his land-loaning plan. All rail­ 
road lands are already mortgaged, with 
bonds having a long time to run. The 
bonds on the roads in which he is inter­ 
ested draw 6 per cen\ interest, and most 
of them cannot be paid off for twenty vears 
yet.One of the strongest claims to public con­ 
fidence this scheme possesses is this: It will 
vitalize and energize property. Capital is 
force. If a man owns a piece of land worth 
$10.000 and no money, he cannot do very 
much. 
But if he borrow $5,000 at a low 
rate of interest, he can at once commence 
the cultivation of tiie whole of it. He can 
give employment to laboring men. He can 
construct needed buildings. He can buy 
improved agricultural machinery, and by 
so doing produce many times as much as 
he could if he only had the land without 
capital. If the Stanford scheme of Gov­ 
ernment loans on land does this, as it 
surely must, how like a sunrise it will 
strengthen, stimulate and inspire the whole 
country when it shall become a law. C.
